It was only a week later that Chief-of-Police 
Simon H. Clowser was fatally shot, at Hazel- 
ton, by Frederick Lapp, who is now serving out 
a sbort impnsonment. Mahanoy City, long rec- 
ognized as the retreat of the desperadoes, was 
the next theatre cf a terrible travedy. The 
Mollies, determining on a grand revelt, 
started several fires in various parts 
of the town.

iue coalis mostly brought here in grain-ves- 
sels, at low rater. A few years ago a large pro- 
portion came as ballast, but, as the demand in- 
creased, vessels obtained a consideration for car- 
rying in, which gradually increased, until last 
vear the coal freigit fiequentiv paid the vessel's 
expenses forthe round trip. This year, owiug 
sO Various causes, the tonnage was greatly re- 
duced, and freiehts ruled very low until within 
the jast thirty days. 

Arriving here, the coal is shoveled into tubs 
ip the vessel's hold, hoisted out by borse-power. 
dumped into a wheelbarrow, and wheeled back 
into the vards on an elevated staging. This isa 
crude way, and very expensive, aud it is a mat- 
ter of wonder that it should so long obtain. 

Owing tothe many handlings which the coal 
Qudercoes 12t 18 very dirty when it is finally 
dumped into the dealer’s yard here, and befor 
delivering to the purchaser must be * screened,” 
which process involves another expense to the 
dealer, varying according to the refuse lost. 
From ali this it will readi'y strike the reader 
that the dealer here has heavy expenses, which 
must pecessarily be added to the price of coal. 

COAL IN OHIO. 

‘Different kinds of Ohio coal are also exten 
sively represented in the Chicagotrade. The coal 
measures within this State, according tothe Coal 
Trade Journal, occupy a space of 130 miles in 
length bv 80 in breadth, the area belg bounded 
by the Onio River trom Trumbull County on the 
borth tothe mouth of the Sciota on the south. 
The regularity in the dip, and the moderate in- 
clination of the beds, afford facilities to the 
miner hardly known elsewhere, while the policy 
of the State in limiting railroad freights to 1!

HISTORY OF COAL AS A FUEL. 

Coal is not, a8 is generally imagined, a mod- 
ern form of tuel. ‘ihe Cuinese, forerunners in 
most discoveries, kvew its value centuries ago. 
It is known to have been in use in the days of 


| Julius Cesar and the Roman Empire, and trom 


the twelfth century to the preseot day the trade 
iu coal has uudergone progressive development. 
As long ago as Edward the S.xth’s reign, toward 
the middie of the sixteenth century, coal was 
ethipped from Evgland to France, and a letter of 
that date speaks of ‘‘that thinge that France 
cau lyve no more without, than the fyshe with- 
that is to sav, Newecastele co’es;

EARLY DAYS OF THE COAL-TRADE IN CHICAGO. 

Among the dealers who were earliest to en- 
gage extenusivelv in the coal-business of Chicago 
was Mir. O. W. Goit, No. 2383 Vana Buren street. 
who, it will be remembered, received. upon the 
organization of the Chicago Coal Exchange, in 
May last, the compliment of election as the first 
President of that Association. Mr. Goit’s 
original beadqnarters were on the present site 
of Mr. Kobert Law’s office, at the Madison street 
bridge, in the early days of our commercial his- 
tory, when veech, and hickory, and ma;le were 
the staple fuels of the Western nation, and 
when coal was regarded rather as a liuxury and 
@® curiosity than as ae legitimate article 
of the market. As the bitumimous 
coals graduaily took the place of the 
cord-wood for domestic and commercial user, 
and as dwellings came to be built with iron- 
grates instead of pig tire-places, the business of 
the ofuce was graduaily devetoped into a general 
supply of the new fuel, the first introduction of 
coal in considerable amounts or for anything 
like universal use being about seventeen years 
ago. By historical associaiion with the trade, 
and a management tnat has elicited public and 
popular approval, aod secured a support and 
patronage of a practical, reliable, permanent, 
and almost magnilicent sort, the local business 
of tue ofiice has been developed to propor- 
tious that may be taken as illustrative 
of the progress and development of the 
business of the city. The trade of the office now 
includes a large patronage from old citizens, 
aucient famiiles, and early seitiers, public and 
Charitable institutions, the public schools, 
churches, e@ic., constituting, altogether, a 
retail trade of such =proportions as to 
preciude the necessity or temptation for opera- 
tions at wholeeale, with the exception of ocvas- 
ional sales atioat. Mr. Goit’s ouly office is at his 
central dock at tue Van Dureu street bridge, his 
idea of a permanent and legitimete prosperity 
being of a conservative order, and pointing to 
the propriety aud pecessily of personal superin- 
tepdence of the laborious deétaiis of the busivess.

The firm of hogers & Co. (D. A. Rogers. 
J. A. Stone, E. kh. Rogers), No. 144 Market 
street, agents of the great Franklyn mines 1p the 
anthracite district of Pennsvivauia, fis a succes- 
sion to the first firm ever o ganized for 
the trade of Chicago,—that of H. Norton 
& Co. (afterwards Norton, Walter & Rog- 
ers), whose earliest enterprises in  bitu- 
minovus coal date a little over a quarter of 
&@ ceutury ago, many years afterwards bringing 
the frst bard coal to the Chicago market in hogs- 
heads. This tirm have t-vo large docks for stur- 

ge, shipment, and handling the product of the 
Franklyn Coal Company, supplied by them to 
dealers, manufacturers, and consumers through- 
out the State, and over the Northwest, the prin- 
cipal shipping being done from the Sixteenth 
street dock, corner of Clark,—the dock and yard 
alt 144 Market street being the principal base of 
supply for the retail trade of the city, aggregat- 
ing many thousands of tons annually. In addi- 
tion to this vast popular trade in anthracite and 
bituminous coals, Rogers & Co. are agents of 
the Union lion Works, of Buffalo, and of gsey- 

ral charcoal furnaces, dealing, also, extensively 
in fire-brick, fire-clay, aad coal-faungs. The 
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offices of the firm are at No. 144 Market street, 
No. 100 Dearborn street, and at No. 772 Clark 
street. 

RENO & LITTLE. 

Another of the originai coal tirms of the city, 
beginning about the time that coal became a 81a- 
ple and an item in our markets, is that of Revo 
& Little (C. A. Reno and James Little), organ- 
ized early in 1853, Mr. Leno, however, having 
beon associated with the trade since 1848, being 
one of the two or three oldest dealers in the city. 
The office and main docks of the firm are at 
Kingsbury and Polk streets, the vards for storage 
and sale of the produet of their own mining at 
Braceville, Ill,, being at the Pols street crossing 
of the Chicago & A!ton Railroad. Tue firm con- 
trol an immense popular retail trade in the 
Lehigh and the Lackawana anthracites, and the 
best domestic soft coals, in addition to a lage 
wholesale traffic m their production for sLeam 
and cheaper household use. 

A LANDMARK OF THE TRADE—TAYLOR 4 THOMAS. 
One of the oldest firms and ollices conuected 
with the coal interest in the city is that of 
Messrs. Taylor & ‘Thomas, large retail dealers, 
ctliice and dock northwest corner Van Buren 
aud Market sirests, an interesting teatare of 
their business being the fact that it has been 
conducted on the same identical corner during a 
period of seventeen years, the office now consti- 
tuting a sort of landmar< of the trade in Cul- 
The firm enjoys a wide popular patron- 
agein the Briar Hill soft coal, a8 well as the an- 
turacites of Pennsy!vania.

When the great Friedens Fest 
was held in celebration of the close of the war, 
Mr. Dixon was one of three Englishmen who 
were ivv.ted to represent Lugland on this occa- 
sion, When the German Anmbaseacor, Graf von 
Leiustorf, described him jnot oy way of comph- 
ment only) asthe ** Fy iof Germany.” The 
Emperor William subsequently conferred on 
him the Kni¢wht Commander's grade of the Order 
of the Crown. No other En¢ciishbman, we be- 
lieve, is entitled to wear this cross.

Thetlieatre itself wil! be one of the 
largestin the country, seatin:, more than the old 
Crosby Opera-Elouse of azi‘o-ure times. It will 
have four tiers instead of three, and from the 
conformation of the building will give a gener- 
ous allowance of room for the stage as well as 
the auditorium. The mechanical arrangements 
for whe inieror are completed, and merely await 
the rodiing in order to be put in place. 
Two of the trusses for the roof are 
already in position, and the rest of 
the work will be -finished speedily. Mr. 
Grover announces the opening of the new house 
about New Year's. With regard to the name of 
the house, Mr. Grover bas feit considerable hes- 
itation in caliing it the Adelphi, fearing that it 
would mislead the general public as to the char- 
acter of the entertainment he intended to give. 
He was unwilling to sacrifice a reputation which 
his judicious management and good luck gained 
for the Wabash avenue theatre. During its 
brief existence the fame of the old Adelphi 
spread through the country, and no less than 
seven conspicuous theatres were named aiter it. 
He bas decided, therefore, to retain the name 
and prestige, and correct at the outset any mis- 
apprehension that may prevail. It will be the 
old Adelphi in so far that it will be the people’s 
theatre, but will endeavor to give a higher grade 
of amusement in grand opera, important dra- 
matic combinations, and the lighter class of pop- 
ular performances. In other words, the new 
Ade!phi will not be a varieties theatre, but will 
present in order every deecription of high-class 
entertainment.

The Beethoven Society gave the second of its 
pDleasabt reuvions at its rooms on Friday even- 
lug. As these reunions are not of a public na- 
ture, but informal affairs inside of the Society, 
they donot call for any criticism. It is only 
necessary to record them. The programme was 
as follows: Bargiel’s Trio in F major, for piano, 
violin, and ‘cello, by Meesrs. Wolfsoun, Lewis, 
and Kichheim; Mendelssohn's ‘ Autumn 
Soug,” by Mrs. Stacey and AMliss White; an aria 
trom * he Night in Grenada.” by Mr. Gill; 
Raff's *‘ Fileuse” study and Liszt’s ‘* Soiree di 
Vienne,” for piano, by Miss Manierre; Frauz’s 
‘Slumber Song,’ by Miss Fannie Root; Raff's 
** Begegnung,” for piano and ‘cello, by Messrs. 
Wolfsohn aud Eichbeim; Mendelssohn’s Con- 
certo (andaute-and finale), by Miss Net- 
tic Roberts; an aria from Paines ‘* St. 
Peter,” by Miss Ella Waite; solo 
from ‘*Tannbauser,” for ‘cello, by Mr.

The Kellogg ‘Troupe has been playing a very 
successful engagement in Civcinnati. It seems 
tv be the only troupe in the field thus far which 
has made money. 

The Atlantic Monthly gives up two pages to 
the review of Dudley Buck’s ‘‘ Don Munio.” 
‘The critic remarks that ‘* it might weil aspire to 
the iitie of an opera or operetia,” rather than 
dramatic cantata, as Mr. Buck calls it. He fol- 
lows the score throughout, selecting here for 
praise, there for blame. 

ihe winter term of Mr. Goldbeck’s Conpserva- 
tory of Music commences this week. A class in 
the litera ure and history of music Mas been or- 
ganized, aud will commence its studies immedi- 
ately. Ihe object is to acquaint the pupils with 
the lives of the great composers and their etyle 
of writing, which will be iilustrated with a piano 
recital at each lessop. ‘ihestudy will commence 
with Bach and close with Schumann. Mrs. J. C. 
Jones, who is well known in this citv as a concert 
soprano, has been appointed teacher of vocal 
music in the Conservatory.

The Royal Albert 
Choral Society and an orchestra of seventy per- 
formers, with Pollitzer as leader, are the work- 
ing force, while Mme. Lemmens-Sherrington, 
Edith Wyune, Johanna Levier, Mme. Patey, An- 
toinette Sterling, Sims Reeves, Cummings, M. 
W. Whitney, and others of distinction as v 
soloists. Mme. Essipoff, Marie Krebs, Hans 
von Bulow, Dannreuther, and Wiliem Coenen, 
and many more pianists ; Wilhelmj, the violin- 
ist, besides eminent solo performers on various 
instruments, have been engaged. Dan Godfrey 
will conduct the military music ; Sir Julius Ben- 
edict, J. F. Barnett, Randegger, and Dannreuther 
will share the conduct of the concerts. Mile. 
Levier, a young soprapo with Continental repu- 
tation, and Whitney, the Boston basso, are 
specially ‘* starred” by the management.

The nameof the piece 1s *‘ Arifin-hei- 
lessi”; the composer is Mr. Digran Chohajian, 
an Armenian; andthe autbors of the libretto 
are Haled Bev, Mahir Bey, and other Turkish 
gentlemen. The piece was received with en- 
thusiasm by a crowded house. 


The present organist of Westminster Abbey 
has seen more than fifty vears of active service 
During his olficial career of more than half a 
eentury be has been present at the coronation of 
three of England's sovereigus—George the 
fourth, William the Fourth, and Victoria. 
Though weil along in years the venerable or- 
ganist, with true English fortitude and endur- 
ance, refuses all proffers of assistance, and still 
takes bis seac daily and twice a day at the Abbey 
organ. 


Tue New York Herald, save the Graphic, is 
evidently of the opinion that the Dav of Judg- 
ment will be full of incidents of a nature calcu- 
lated to meet the views of the enterprising re- 
porters. Ip its criticism of Verdi's ** Requiem

Victor August Wil- 
helmj, who was born in 1845 at Usingen, re- 
ceived his education at Wiesbaden. His extraor- 
dinary musical talent was first recognized by 
Liszt, through whose personal intercession the 
elder Wilbelmj was induced to give his consent 
to his son's adoption of music as a profession. 
In 1863 the young violinist made his debut in 
Holland, and froin that time bis career has been 
one uninterrupted course of brilliant successes 
According to the testimony of old mueicai crit- 
ics, no one has ever yet produced such magical 
effects with bow and strings as Wilhelmj, whose 
lithe and slender fingers seem to be endowed 
with an independent vitality, and whose mastery 
over the technique of his art is as perfect as bis 
musical genius is exceptioual.

AMERICAN ADVENTURESSES 
Their Observations in the French 
Capital. 

Paris (Oct. 25) Correspondence of the St. Louis Globe, 

Just at present, the Continent, notably Paris, 
is marveling and whispering about a number of 
Yankee adventuresses, as they are called here. 
I think I have never seen 80 many of them as I 
have io the last six months. 

There are balf-a-dozen at least, of whom I 
have heard much, and whom I have frequently 
seen at the opera, the theatre, on tue boule- 
vards, and atthe Bois. They all pretend not to be 
only reputable, but very genteel, members of good 
families, highly fashionable, and all that. They 
are the talk of the town, especially of the 
American colofgy, many of whose feminine con- 
stituents feel greatly scandalized at the goings- 
on of their compatriots. 

Precisely who these queer women are, exactly 
what thev have been, no one, I opine, really 
knows. But gossip concerning them is so pien- 
teous that it is very easy to describe their pres- 
ent and their past. Of course, I will not give 
their real names (I question if those could be 
ascertained), or rather those they bear for the 
nonce. 

They are manifestly adventuresses of the first 
water. Any man of tie worid cau tell that at 
the first glance, Still, uhey are adroit, clever, 
artistic, poesessed of keen insight, of immense 
tact. They atiract a deal of atieution wheuever 
they appear in public, which is every pleasant 
afternoon of the year. Hundreds of eyes follow 
them; norisit strange, for they are quite dis- 
tinguished looking, and their toilets are exqui- 
site. Itis not too much to say that they are 
among the best-dressed women in the Cap.tal. 
They excel the Parisians altogether. 

A BALTIMORE CHARMER. 

The first of the group—they are personally 
unknown to each other—claims to be the wife of 
a wealthy Englishman, wno has recently added 
largely to his fortune by conrracts in Egypt. 
Her husband—if she has any—must be fond of 
her at a distance, since he is never here, and, 
therefore, interferes in nowise with her pleasure. 
She says she is a native of Baltimore; that she 
resided there until the close of the Rebellion, 
when she came abroad with her father. She had 
just left school then, and, while staying with 
him in London, the Briton was introduced to 
her; feil head-over-beels in love; proposed the 
third day, and they were married in a fortnight. 
She mentions her age a8 25 (she is probably 
older, though she looks younger), insisting she 
is one of the few women who has po objection 
to telling her exact years. She is a brunette, 
very pretty, tall, slight, graceful, and intense. 

She boarded for some months at the Grand 
Hotel, where she became involved im such a 
scandal that M. Yan Hymbeeck, the admunistra- 
teur, requested her tocarry her fascinations else- 
where. She bas now elegant apartments in the 
Champs Elysees. There can be no donbt of ber 
having a liberal suppiy of money. She airs her- 
self iu the Bois in a very stvlish turn-out; basa 
box at the Grand Opera, and also at the Italiens, 
and frequently blazes with diamonds. in her 
carnage are often seen two or three gentiemen, 
sometimes French, sometimes Americans, some- 
times English. The nationalities are rarely min- 


Her moet constant companion isa white-haired, 
amiable-appearing Briton, rumored to be a re- 
tired India merchant. The belief is that he is 
her protector; that be furnishes her with the 
means of ber lavish 
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ly fond of. and not at all exacting to her. He 
seems to let her do as she likes. Every once in 
& while she appears to desert him fora week or 
two; being seen only with younger men. 
be is reinstated in her favor; is observed at her 
side, smiling and happy. They who ought ta 
know declare she does not look a day older than 
she did six years since. 

She is certainly very engaging. There is a 
particular charm in her manner, and I am not 
surprised at the stones told of her—that she 
can perforate a masculine heart at a ce. 
Assuredly, she can talk money out of tbeiz 
purses, and that is proof of the feminine point 
of enchantment. 

The facts in her case are said to be these: 
She is a Baitimorean, but she is not a wife. Her 
family is good and in comfortable circumstances. 
Several years ago she ran away with a Russian 
Count, while spending the winter in St. Peters. 
burg with ber parents. The Count was married. 
Her father followed them to Odessa, intendin 
to kul the nobleman ; but there he lost trace 
them, and gave up the pursuit. He discarded 
her, and returned to the United States. She re 
mained with her lover for a while; formed ¢ 
bnew attachment; came to Paris, and here she is, 
She has grown mercenary. She hkes him best 
who hag the longest purse. 

The elderly Englishman has a family ; bu 
cannot break the chains that bind him to her. 
Indeed, I question if he wants to. He pays deas 
: vo his kisses; but he ought to know how to rate 

em. 


A BLONDE CIRCE. 
_ Another adventuress from the Western world 
18 a blonde, whose hair is so pure a yellow that} 
am inclined to suspect it has been bleached 
She assumes to be the widow of a Kentuck: 
Genera! who was slain at the battle of Chickasav 
Bayou, on the Rebel side. Her eyes are ver 
dark, and her complexion of aclear olive—no 
of the kind that goes with light hair. Where sh 
hives u0 one appears to be aware. She move 
about avast deal. Sometimes she is on thy 
right, sometimes on the left bank of the Seine ; 
in the spring at Neuiliy; in the autumn at Ver. 
sailles. She flashes into and out of the Capital. 
Her fortunes seem tovary. She is radiant in 
clothes one month, and plaimly attired af 
another. Without being handsome, her face ig 
interesting. She talks remarkably pore Sonn yon 
Crermaa, and Italian being at her commaad n 
less than English. 

The story is that she gambles; that she wing 
large sums from her admirers; that she ruined 
the son of a banker last winter at ecarte; that 
she wins trom everybody who plays with her— 
not singular that she should. [aul Garmer (de 
Cassagnac, he calls himself), the noted duelist, 
was oue of her galliants not long since, but she 
so ridiculed his vanity that he pronounced her @ 
barbarian, aud broke with her. 

Her former home was in Louisville, I unaer- 
stand, and her father is an Episcopal clergyman. 
lt is thought she had a husband in the Southern 
service, but that, instead of being killed, he only 
wished he bad been, on learning that she had 
been disloyal to him. She fell into disgrace with 
her relatives and friends; went upon the stage, 
aod failed in Memphis and New Orleans. From 
the latter city she came here under the proteo- 
tion of a rather rapid doctor, and subsequently 
formed new alliances, irrespective of his preju- 
dices on the subject. She must be 35; but she 
is excellently preserved, and her figure, either by 
nature or from the modiste, is conspicuously 
fine.

Hugo is 9 
poet ; but he is 0 great child ike , and & su- 
perlative-egotist. 

This girl-woman is probably above 30, a native 
of Boston. who began as an Unitarian, drifted 
into Catholicism, and took on Transcendental- 
ism. She was married to a New Yorker, who, 
after two years of harmonious union, came 
abroad, ostensibly on business, really to meet a 
woman he had been in love with previous to his 
or her marriage. The woman was living, with 
one chiid, in or near Vevay (Switserland), her 
husband being in your country. The truant 
liege joined her there, and there remained fora 
year, in place of three months, as he had agreed. 

The Boston wife got wind of his infidelity, 
and, without a word to sny one, sailed for Eu- 
rope,—went at once to Switzerland. She! 
by use of her own eyes, the exact situation; her 
discovery destroyed her faith, her love, her 
purity. Denouncing the guilty pair with bitter 
words, she came to this city, determined to sell 
herself to the highest bidder. She did so, and 
she made no secret of her unchastity. She has 
kept her husband’s name in order to punish his 
pride, and has no unwillingness to speak of her 
antecedents.

Wholiy 
mercenary, she has usually selected rich Rus- 
sians as her victims, knowing them to be the 
greatest fools about women in all Christendom, 
Her cards she bas played with skill. She bas 
ruined, according to report, one Prince, two 
Counts, and three merchants from the domains 
of the Czar; but this must &@ gTOss exagger- 
ation, considering the brief time she has n 
here, However, she drew heavily upon their 
resources; drove one merchant to suicide, 
and the Prince to forgery, which is acquitting 
herself creditably, under the circumstances, 
One of the Napoleons is rumored now to be in 
her good graces to such an extent that she 
allows him to spend 50,000 francs a month upon 
her. 
A NOBLE DUO. 

The two remaining adveuturesses are from 
New York ; one the divorced wife of a prominent 
bank officer, the other the widow of a criminal 
lawyer of that city. They are respectively, I 
should judge, 25 and 32 or 33. They seek 
dupes mainly among their own countrymen, and 
are believed to drive a profitable trade. They 
are inclined to vulgarity of manner and 
and would be taken for what they are almost 
avy where.

Resolved, That the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese of Illinois do hereby a special convention 
of the di to be beld im the Cathedral of 5S, 
Peter and Paul, in the City of Chicago, Wednesday, 
Feb. 3. 1875, at 10 o’clock a, m., for the purpose of 
slecting a Bishop, and of transacting all such business 
as may be germane thereto. 

Resolved, That, in the judgment of the Committee, 
following the canonical opinion of the Chanceilor of 
the Diocese, the parishes must proceed toa new elec- 
tion of delegates to the Special Convention, the dele- 
gates to the Annual Convention not being eutitled to 
seats therein. ; 

Resolved, That the canons, in the judgment of the

THE REV. ARTHUR BROOKS. 
SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

The Rev. Arthur Brooks, Rector of St. James 
Church, of this city, isa member of a family 
whose tendencies are in the direction of the 
ministry and a study of the science of theology. 
He is a clergyman belonging to a family of four 
brothers, ali of whom are ordained ministers. 
Mr. Brooks was born in Boston in 1845. His 
father was a well-known merchant of that city, 
who took great pains in the education of his 
sons. After attending the best schools of Bos- 
ton fora number of years, he was matriculated 
at Harvard, graduating im 1867. He then en- 
yered upon his theological studies, spend- 
ing. one year at Andover and two at 
the Episcopal Semivary of West Philadeiphia. 
Having finished his theological studies, he was 
ordained deacon in Trinity Church, Boston, in 
Tune, 1870; and in the following month entered 
apon the charge of Trinity Church, at Williams- 
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port, Pa. 
In October of the same year he was ordained 
iest at Christ Church in Williamsport. After 
e Chicago Fire in 1871, the Rectorship of St. 
James Courch, of this city, was left vacant by 
the resignation of the Rev. Hugh Miller Thomp- 
- pon, and Mr. Brooks accepted a call to the then 
rather unpromising field. In April, 1872, 
while yet the residences of his parish- 
opers remained in ruins, but amid 
the hnm of reconstruction Mr. Brooks 
began his labors in St. James Parish with rare 
energy and wisdom. A part of the old church 
ruios was reconstructed and fitted up into a 
shapel for — services while the work of re- 
building the house of worship should proceed. 
Under his administration the church has been 
- gathered together again, until it now numbers a 
tongregatior nearly equal to that which existed 
immediately antecedent to the fire, and the at- 
tendance at the communion is greater. The so- 
siety has been worshiping in the basement of 
its new bouse of worship for nearly a vear; and 
So nog are making arrangements for com- 
pl , D@Xt season, the main edifice. His m:n- 
tration is ular with bis people. He may 
aot be in full accord with all of his membership 
where such thorough and radical differences exist 
as those which separate the Protestant Episcopal 
body into Ritualist and Low Church wings ; but 
be is decidedly popular with a great majority of 
his people.

He 1s a fluent, powerful 
extemporancous speaker, a fine reader, a thor- 
ough scholar, and the possessor of a fine voice, 
He spent several months in Europe last summer 
with bis brother Frederick, returning in October 
Mr. Brooks has had a call tothe church in 
Cleveland, recently vacated by the sudden death 
by drowning of his brother Frederick ; and it is 
reported that he has had a flattering cali to the 
Church of the Incarnation, on Madison avenue 
New York. He has not indicated his intention.

God has His own method, Sometimes He hasa 
special work to be done. And when this is the case, 
He has special agents for doingit. Sucha work He 
had atthe Reformation, and Luther was the man. 
Such a work He had in the last century, and George 
Whitefield and John Wesley were the men. He hada 
work to be done in Scotland, and He chose Moody to 
do it, and gave him the qualifications for its accom- 
plishment, Moody’s power is the power of the Holy 
Ghost, for He is with him, or 

There is one thing the Jnterior is not positive 
about. lt says: *‘Wedo not know but that God 
has as gow 4 saints in New York and Chicago 
who are to be brought to Christ through Moody, 
as io Edinburg aud Dublin.” 

UNIVERSALISM. 

The Rey. Dr. W. H. Ryder publishes a letter 
in the last New Covenant, addressed to the editor 
of the Advance, written in reply tothe alleged 
misrepresentations by that paper of the Universa- 
lists: The Advance having claimed that the 
churches that deny endless punishment deny 
the authority of the New Testament, Dr. Ryder 
takes square issue with the Advance on this 
statement, and alleges that the ‘Statement ” of 
Universalist belief on which that paper pred- 
icates its argument is entirely untrue as to the 


state of the Universalist Church of the present 
time. Says Dr. Ryder : 

The “Statement” is brought forward year after 
year as an evidence that “ Universalists do not believe 
in the Bibie.” And whatis true of this document is 
also true of euch books as * Universalism as It Is,” 
by Matthew Hale Smith, The American Tract So- 
ciety, which issues it, and still circulates it widely, 
knows tbat the book isan unfair, prejudiced, slander- 
ous publication; and that Mr. Smith, had he the con- 
trol of it, would conaign it tothe flames without de- 
lay. But that makes no difference with this eminently 
religious body. They keep on printing the same tis- 
sue of misrepresentations and lies, knowing that some- 
body will read them, and, perhaps, believe them. And 
through this misinformation and misrepresentation, 
prejudice is excited agginst the Universalist Clhurah, 
aud our usefulness in the world restricted, 

As a proof that this is the case, Dr. Ryder ap- 
peais to the later history of the Church : 

In September, 1870, the Universalists of this eountry 
celebrated their centennial in Gloucester, Mass, At 
that session a new form of government for the Uni- 
iversalist Church in America was submitted and 
adopted, Pending the discussion on the adoption of 
these new rules, in the largest representative assembly 
ever held by our Church, a brother moved to omit 
the credal test, and thus relieve the candidate 
for the ministry from eubscribing to a defi- 
nite theological belief, Seeing that no one 
in that large assembly was disposed = to 
second the motion, the writer of this, out of respect to 
the worthy brother who made the motion, performed 
that act of courtesy. And, when the proposition thus 
submitted came to a vote, not a delegate lifted his 
voice in favor of it, save the member wuo introduced 
it. In that great assembly, made up of delegates from 
twenty-one States, he aloue voted aye, This settles 
the question, There is noappeal from euch tesii- 
mony. And, what is quite remarkable, the clerjyyman 
who offered the motion has, since the voice of the 
Church was thus emphatically expressed, been muci 
of the time preaching to a soclety of another sect, 


It would appear that Dr. Ryder has the better 
of the Advance im this argument. 
oe 
THE REFORMED CHURCHES, 

A meeting of the Committees of the Re- 
formed Church in the United States and of the 
Reformed Church in America was held ino 
Philadelphia Nov. 18 and 19, to consider the 
question of the consolidation of those bodies. 
The old name of the tirst sect was German Re- 
formed, and of the latter, Dutch Reformed. The 
German Church has 1,179 congregations, five 
synods, and a membership of 130,000. ‘ihe 
Dutch Church is composed of four synods, 439 
churches, and 69,149 communicanta. ‘hese 
churches are chiefly in the States of New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Ohio, but there 
are a few in otber States. Both the churches 
date back tothe reformation in the Palatinate 
and Holland, in the sixteenth century. There is 
no material difference in their faith. The New 
York Tribune says of these bodies and their ef- 
forts to form a union: 

Both accept the Heidelberg Catechism as their creed, 
but to this tae Dutch Churcn adda the articles of the 
Synod of Dort and what is known as the Beigic Con- 
feasion. TheGerman Church maintains the spirit of 
Congregationalism in ite government mopre than the 
Dutch Church, though the form of government of both 
bodies 1s Presbyteriauism, both having District Synods 
and e General Synod, which answers to the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterians, The organization cor- 
responding to a Presbytery is called in both a Classis, 
The General Synod of the German Church meets every 
three years; tuat of the Dutch Church every year, 

In both churches any proposition for union agreed 
upon by the Committees must first be presented tu tue 
General Synod of eacb, and by them sent down to the 
Ciassis, the ratification of a majority of which would 
give final effect tothe plan. A desire for union has 
been felt in both sects for several years, and there has 
been a growing belief that there were DO suUvelantial 
ditferences of faith to keep them apart. 

This belief has led to the recent committee 
conferences. It is alittle curious that the rit- 
ualistic controversy saould be found to be crop- 
ping out in this conference, and should offer a 
serious Obstacie to the union of these bodies, so 
similar in belief and organizaiion. Says the 
New Yorw Tribune's corresponden: : 

The most serious stumbling-block in the way of the 
proposed union was the ritualistic teachings aud prac- 
tices which prevail to a counsiderabie extent in the 
German Church, and spring from what is known as 
the Mercersburg theology, from its promuigation by 
the college of that name at Lancaster, Peun,. Though 
not sanctioned by the Church as a body, and stren- 
uously resisted by large numbers of its ministers, 
these doctrinecs—and especizaly that concerning 
the actual presence of Christ in the elements 
of the communion—are_ sufficiently widespread 
to be a cause of a good deal of discord 
and apprehension, threatening the unity of the 
denomination. The Committeeof the Dutch Church 
careiully in”ormed themselves of the extent to wuich 
this corruption of the faith, as they deemed it, had 
gone in the sister church,and made up their minds 
before they separated thatto join hands with their 
German brethren in an organic union would be to be- 
come involved ina family quarrel, and was therefore 
undesirable, The German”, on their part, were more 
desirous of effecting the “onsolidation, The doctrinai 
obatacie which sioou in their wayin the rigid ad- 
herence of the Dutch to the Belgic Confession and the 
Canons of Dort they thought could be overcome, and 
in acommendable spirit of compromise offered a plan 
of organic union on the following basis: The Heidel- 
berg Catechism to be the common standard ; the 
Belgic Confession and the Articies of Dort to be con- 
sidered of great importance, and of authority vext to 
the Heidelberg Catechism ; a General Synod, with its 
powers limited and defined, 

The Joint Committee, however, decided to re- 
port adversely to a union of the two bodies. An 
elfort was made to secure an ameudment to the 
report which should direct the Boards of Mis- 
sions of the two bodies to ascertain whether or 
not co-operation was not possible in the foreign 
mission work; but this was Just by 4 yeas to 6 
nays in the German Commi‘:ee, the Dutch Com- 
mittee voting 5 yeasand 2 nays. It is thought in 
some quarters that a split will take place in the 
German Church, and, after the ritualists are 
gone, the low-church members will unite with 
the Dutch Reformed Church.

THE SHAKERS. 

A Convention of Shakers was held in New 
York last week, which has brought this ecceutric 
though small religious body quite prowinently to 
the public attention. The New Yor papers give 
a history of the sect. Its originator was Ann 
Lee, born in Manchester, England, in 1746. She 
was, of course, a remarkable woman, In 1770 

’ — . : 

she began to have visions. She was imprisoned 
as a fanatic, but, after gaining her liberty, she 
seemed to have a still greater influence upon her 
followers. She was acknowledged as partly 
divine. Among one of the revelations whicb she 
professed to baye seen was one forbidding 
matrimony, which she announced as the 
‘root of human depravity.” Her attacks on the 
institution of marr.age subjected her to a sec- 
ond imprisonment. On her release she re- 
turned to the contest with renewed vigor. She 
was then shut up in a mad-house, and, at length 
getting free again, she emigrated to America, 
landing in New York in 1774. She established a 
congregation at Watervliet, N. Y. She soon 
gathered about her a large number of persons 
and founded the flourisning Society of New 
Lebanon. The New York Tribune says: 

The peculiarity of the Shaker system of faith is

A company of Shakers from New Leban 
numbering sixteen, of whom four were elders an 
three female elders, under the leadership of Elder 
Evans, the head of the Novitiate Order of 
the sect in this country, set forth at Steinway 
Hall yesterday, during a morning, an afternoon 
and an evening session, their uliar tenets, At 
each of the sessions the body of the house was well 
filled, The audiences seemed to be quite equally di- 
vided into two parts,—on one side being those who 
came merely through curiosity or for amusement, and 
on the other sober people who, for various reasons, 
wished to know the character and purpose of the sect. 
The discussion, as it was called, was rather a series of 
addresses by the learned in the order, on subjects il- 
lustrating their beliefa, such as “ True Religion Based 
on Physiology ;” ** Spiritualism a Science, Not a Ke- 
ligion ;” “* Will Shakerism Depopulate the Worid?” 
“ The Equality of Woman Recégnized, but all Offices 
of Government to Be Held by the Unmarried Intellec- 
tual Celibates.” The dress and manners of the party, 
from their peculiarity and the attention they attracted, 
deserve comment, Of the men, all except two were in 
the prime of manhood, Each wore his hair long in the 
neck, combed straight down over the brow, and cut 
straight across about midway on the forehead. 

The settlements of these people number, 
sometimes, as many as 500 members, and are 
divided into families, each family occupying one 
large frame dweiling-house. Through the cen- 
tre of each house a large hall may always be 
found. On one side of these hal's the houses 
are devoted exclusively to the sleeping-apart- 
ments of the females, while on the other s.de 
they are devoted no less exclusively to the 
sleeping-apartments of the males. Originally, 
agriculture was the only kind of industry the 
Shakers pursued; recently, however, they havo 
engaged extensively in dairying and in the man- 
utacture of brooms and drugs. At New Leba- 
vov alone the Shakers own several thousand 
acres of land, much of which ia under an excel- 
lent state of cultivation. Industry is one of 
their cardinal virtues, and idleness is reckoned 
as very sinful. Neatness and order have be- 
come two of their prominent characteristics. 
Their worship consists in a@ violent exercise 
of toth soul and body. Instructed by 
an Elder or Eldrese, they array them- 
selves in long lines, the males facing the females, 
aud while standing they listen to a brief ad- 
dress from some Snaker, upon doctrine or primi- 
tive virtue, after which they begin marching and 
singing ; to use their own language, they ‘' go 
forth in the dances of them that make merry.”’ 
Their evolutions and agility under these circum- 
stances are wonderful. By such physical exer- 
cises excitement with them runs to a very high 
pitch. Though not claiming to hold dirét com- 
munication with departed spirits, they frequently 
claim themselves tobe immediately under the in- 
fluence of the same. The Christianity which 


its product to be war, bloodshed, pesti'ence, 
famine, and ali phates of crime. The God wor- 
shiped by the majority of civilization they term 
the ‘‘ Jewish War God,” and they are therefore 
opposed to the name being incorporated into the 
American Constitution. Their God, like the 
God of the ** Oneida Communists,” is dual, male 
and female, and the human race they believe to 
have been created in his image. 

The New York Worid gives a specimen of the 
singing of these people at theur late meeting in 
New York, as follows: 

The singing, in the first place. 
browed Shaker brother, with long biack hair where 
the back of his head ought to have been, is moved by 
the spirit to advance and stand among the sisters. 
Singing-books appear, and the other brothers cross 
the stage, One of them is young, and has an alluring 
dimple in his chin, so that he is pitied by some pretty 
girls sitting all alone in the front of the audience. A 
short, stocky brother raises his hand, and the choir 
says ** Do-o-o-0o-o!” and ina minute they are at it. 
The dimpled young brother has a sweet tenor voice, 
the black-haired man a tremendous bass, the ieading 
soprano (for the sisters are very, very old) sings in a 
quaint falsetto, much like an earthly grandmother, 
nd without the aid of Tubal Cain, the hymn is lifted 
up (trash as to words, of course),

treats of the Ninth Commandment, and. quotes 
a recent communication in the Jndependent by 
Prof. W. C. Wilkinson on the moral differ- 
ence between bearing false witness against our 
neighbor and bearing fa'se witness in bis favor. 
The editor does not see much difference in the 
two kinds of lying, and laments that ‘* No char- 
acteristic of the times we live in 1s more notable 
than is the utter recklessness with which men 
speak and write.

The same paper considers the question wheth- 
er civilization is advancing or retrograding, aud 
arrives at the conclusion that we are better than 
our forefathers. Savs the Siandard on this point: 

Is the world growing better or worse? There are 
skeptics on this polut who affect to believe that wiih 
all the influence of Christianity ibe present days are 
worse, morally, than those wl have gone bef: 
Such an opinion has its basis upon a limited and su- 
perficial knowledge of the actual condit 
the past, anda present vivid knowled 
to-day, brought to them 1 the

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RELIGIOUS MISCELLANY. 

The New York World remarks that— 

The pendulum seems to have swung back again. 
Johu Stuart Mill, being dead, bas spoken of religion in 
a manuer which bas shocked those of his disciples 
who did not believe in God, and who accepted his sup- 
posed disbelief as the reason for their own infidelity. 
Prof, Tyndall has repudiated the construction univer- 
sally placed upon his language at Belfast, and has de- 
clared that he did uot mean to assert either that there 
was no God, or that God, if He existed at all, was only 
a molecule. Mr. Fitzjames Stephen has called es- 
pecial attention to the fact that he is of the opinion 
that the weight of evidence is in favor of the hypothe- 
sis that there is a God, who is very wise and exceed- 
ingiy powerful, but who, in Mr, Fitzjames Stephen’s 
belief, is not altogether benevolent, And to crown 
ail, Prof, Huxley, to theinfinite grief of some of his 
former admirers, has come forward to say that he 
must not be numbered among “ fatalistic, materialis- 
tic, or atheistic philosophers,” 

The Friend of Jndia states that a new religious 
movement bas anmsen in the Goorjats. The 
leader is called Dhulee Babajee, literally 
‘* Father of Dust,” probably because he always 
sleeps on the bare ground, DBabajee eats but one 
meala day, drinks only milk aud water, and 
never uses narcotics. His dress consists of a 
strip of bark. He denounces idolatry, caste, 
the Brahmins, and the use of spirituous liquors. 
He teaches the worship of the Creator and Pre- 
server of the world, the practice of prayer to 
God, truth, charity, and chastity. He has 
thousands of disciples, who have come from nearly 
every caste. Whole villages have given up their 
idols, ard have adopted his precepts. His fol- 
lowers have a number of bymns in praise of the 
indescribable God, which contain some ideas 
that must have been derived from Christian 
books.

THE GREAT FIRE OF LONDON. 


Its History as Given in the Diary of 
John Evelyn. 


Similarity of the Conflagration to the 
Chicago Fire of 1871. 


Ten Thousand Houses in Flames--The 
Consternation of the Populace. 


Inutility of Human Efforts to Stem the 
Fiery Tide. 


Two Hundred Thousand Destitute People 
Camped in the Fields, 


The Fearfully-Saddening Scenes Pre- 
sented by the Ruins. 


The brief history of the Great Fire of London 
which follows is taken from the diary of John 
Evelyn. The language and style are Evelyn’s,— 
are the same as iu the original; but the spelling 
is modern, for the orthography in vogue in the 
seventeenth century would not be intelligible to 
the great bulk of English readers of this day. 
“ History repeats itself,” is av old saying, and 
numerous verifications entitle it to be styled a 
truism. On perusing the account of the fire, a 
great similarity as to the extent of the confla- 
gration, the excitement, and its paralyzing effect 
upop the people, and the sufferings of the people 
of Chicago, will be discovered. The name being 
changed from Londor to Chicago, the period, 
and minor matters such as are incidental only to 
a monarchical form of Government, the very 
same diary-notes might answer for the Great 
Fire of Chicago. 

JOHN EVELYN 

was born at Saves Court, near Deptford, En- 
gland, in 1620, and died in 1706. He was a man 
of fortune, of most amiable personal character, 
aud distinuguished as an author by several sci- 
entific works written in a popular style. In 1664 
the Commissioners of the Navy expressed a fear 
that timber for shipbuilding would soon be ex- 
bausted. The Royal Society considered the mat- 
ter, and Evelyn wrote a work entitled ‘* Sylva, or 
a Discourse of Forest-Trees, and the Propaga- 
tion of Timber in His Majesty's Dominions.” 
This work, aided by the King’s example, stimu- 
lated the land-holders to plant an immense num- 
ber of oak-trees, which, a century after, proved 
of great service to the pation in the construction 
of e#hips. 

Throughout the greater part of his life, Eve- 
lyn kept a diary, in which he made a record of 
every remarkable event in which he wasin any 
way concerned. It was published in 1818, and 
has proved a most valuable addition to the his- 
torical materials respecting the laiter half of the 
seventeenth century : 

THE GREAT FIRE IN LONDON. 

1666, Serr. 2.—This fatal night, about 10 

o'clock, began that deplorable fire near Fish 


street, in London. 

Serr. 3.—The fire continuing, after dinner I 
took coach, with my wife and son, and went to 
the Bankside, in Southwark, where we beheld 
tuat dismal spectacle, 

THE WHOLE CITY IN DREADFUL FLAMES 
near the water-side; all the houses from the 
bridge, all Thames street and upwards towards 
Cheapside, down to the Three Cranes, were 
now consumed. 

The fire baving continued all this night (if I 
may call that nigat which was as light as day for 
10 mies round about, after a dreadful manner), 
when conapiring with a fierce eastern wind ina 
very dry season, I went on foot to the same 
piace, and saw the whole south part 
of the city burning, from Cheapside 
to the Thames, and ali aiong Cornhill (for it 
kindled back against the wind as well as for- 
ward), Tower street, Ten-church street, Gracious 
street, and so along to Bainard’s Castle, and was 
now taking hoid of St. Paul’s Church, to which 
the scaffolds contributed exceedingly. The con- 
flagration was so universal, and the people so 
astonished, that, from the beginning, I know 
not by what despondency or fate, taey hardly 
stirred to quench it ; so that there was nothing 
heard or seen but crying out and lamentation, 
running about like distracted creatures, without 
at all attempting to save eventheir goods, such 

A STRANGE CONSTERNATION 

was there upon them, so as it burned, both 
length and breadth, the churches, public halls, 
exchange, hospitals, monuments, and ornaments, 
—leaping, after aprodigious manner, from house 
to house, and street to street, at great distances 
one from the other; forthe heat, with a long 
set of fair and warm weather, had even ignited 
the air, and prepared the materials to conceive 
the fire, which devoured, after anincredible man- 
ner, houses, furniture, and everything. 

Here we saw the Thames covered with goods 
floating, all the barges and boats laden with 
what some had time and courage to save, as, on 
the other, the carta, etc., carrying out to the 
fields, which for many miles were strewed with 
movables of all sorts, and tents erecting to shel- 
ter both people and what goods they could get 
away, Oh, the miserable and calamitous spec- 
tacle'!—such as haply the world had not seen 
the hike since the foundation of it, nor be out- 
doue till the universal conflagration. All the sky 
was of a flery aspect, ike the top of a burning 
oven,—the light seen above 40 miles roundabout 
for many nights. God grant my eyes May never 
behold the like, now seeing 

ABOVE 10,000 HOUSES 

aliin one flame! The noise, and cracking, and 
thunder of the impetuous flames; the shneking 
of women and children; the hurry of people; 
the fall of towers, houses, and churches, was likea 
hideous storm, and the air all about so hot and in- 
flamed that at last one was not able to approach 
it, so that they were forced to stand still and let 
the flames burn on, which they did for nearly 2 
miles in length aud lin breadth. The clouds of 
smoke were dismal, and reached, upon computa- 
tioa, nearly 50 miles in length. 

Thus I left it this afternoon burning, a resem- 
biauce of Sodom or the last day. London was, 
but 

IS NO MORE! 

Serr. 4.—The burning still rages, and it has 
now got as far as the Inner Temple,—all Fleet 
street, the Old Bailey, Ludgate Hill, Warwick 
Lane, Ne vgate, Paul's Chain, Watling street, now 
flaming. and most of it reduced, The atones of 
Paul's flew like grenades,—the molten lead run- 
ning down the streets in a stream, and the very 
tet ge glowing with fiery redness, so as no 

orse or man was able to tread on them: and 
the demolition had stopped all the passages, so 
that no help could be applied. The eastern wind 
still more impetuously drove the flames forward. 
Nothing but the almighty power of God was abie 
to stop them. 
RAIN WAS THE HELP OF MAN. 

Serr. 5.—It crossed towards Whitehall: Oh, 
the confusion there was at that Court: it pieas- 
ed His Majesty to command me, among the rest, 
to look after the quenching of Fetter Lane end ; 
to preserve, if possible, that part of Holborn : 
whilst the rest of the gentlemen took their post 
(for they now began to bestir themselves, and 
not till now, who hitherto had stood as men in- 
toxicated, with their bands across), and began to 
cousider that nothing was likely to put a stop but 
the blowing up of so many houses as might make 
a wider gap than any had yet been made by the 
ordinary method of pulling them down with en- 
gines. This some stout seamen proposed early 
enough to have saved nearthe whole city : but 
this some tenacious and avaricious men—Alder- 
men, etc.—would not permit, because their houses 
must have been of the first. It was, therefore, 
now commended to be practiced; andimy <coa- 
cern being particularly for the Hospital of St. 
Bartholomew, near Smithfield, where I bad many 
wounded and sick men, made methe more dili- 
gent to promote it ; now Was my care for the Savoy 


less. 

It now, pleased God, by abating the wind, and 
by the industry of the people, infusing a new 
spirit inte them, that the fury of it 
BEGAN SENSIBLY TO ABATE 
about moon, so asit came no farther than the 
Temple westward, nor the entrance of Smith- 
field porth. But continued ail this day and 
night so impetuous toward Cripplegate and the 
Tower as made us all despair. It also broke 
out again in the Temple; but the courage of the 
multitude persisting, and many houses bei 
biown up, such gaps aod desolations were soon

NEW AMUSEMENTS FOR THE SEASON. 

The usual Thanksgiving Day having been 
duly appointed last week as an appropriate time 
for feasting and praise, society took proper no- 
tice thereor and celebrated it with unusual gay- 
ety, feasting, and dancing. The club parties 
were out in tu!l force ; the German Fair opened, 
and was participated in by 2,000 people ; one or 
two weddings were celebrated, and various pri- 
vate entertainments were given. Therefore 
Thanksgiving Day may at least be considered to 
have proven a social success in many quarters. 
Chicago is really quite into her winter festivities, 
and, however murky the financial atmosphere 
may be, the social sky is clear as a bell.

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THE COURT-HOUSE JOB-SHARP PRACTICE. 
The most striking instance we have had of 
late of official trickery is the attempt to con- 
clude acontract between Cook County and 
James P. Egan concerning the new Court- 
House. The County Commissioners represent, 
ft is true, Cook County, but that includes Chi- 
cago, and when Chicago and Cook County 
are at variance over a matter of taxa- 
tion the county ceases to cut much 
of a figure. The occupation of the 
Court-House Square is the joint right of 
the city and county. The County Com- 
missioners, having the power to issue 
and sell bonds, have been in a hurry 
ever since the fire to begin and 
build a new Court-House. It, however, was 
necessary for the city to co-operate, and the 
city has had no money, nor has it had the 
power to borrow. A year or more was spent 
in getting up plans, which resulted in award- 
ing the promised premium to the Tilley plan. 
There the matter ended until, some months 
ago, the County Commissioners elected James 
P. Egan architect upon the part of the county 
to prepare plans and superintend the con- 
struction of the Court-House. The Common 
Council attempted to do likewise; it, how- 
ever, elected three architects, and then it was 
discovered that the Common Council had no 
power to appoint any such officers, and that 
whatever public building was erected for the 
city would have to be erected by the Board of 
Public Works. There the matter rested un- 
til the 16th of November, when the County 
Commissioners resolved to go on with the 
work alone. The next that was heard 
_ was that Mr. Ashton, as President of the 
Board, and Egan had signed a contract, pre- 
pared by the County Attorney, by the terms 
of which Egan was to prepareaplan and 
specifications for the county part, or half of 
the building, which was to cost not exceeding 
$1,250,000. For this plan, when approved by 
the Board of Commissioners, Egan was to re- 
ceive $15,000, and in addition $22,500 for 
services as architect and superintendent, or in 
all $37,500. When this contract was pre- 
sented to Gen. Lieb, the County Clerk, for 
him to affix the county seal thereto, he re- 
fused to do it, so the contract re- 
mains unexecuted, although the County 
Attorney professes to believe that the 
contract is good without his signature. 
In the meantime Mr. Tilley presents his pro- 
test, claiming that when the city and county 
accepted his plan they adopted it as a whole 
for the entire building, and himself as archi- 
tect. The Common Council, being powerless, 
is compelled to stand idle. But when the

ing the architect to ** prepare a plan” for the 
county’s portion of the building, ‘in connec- 


tion with such architects as may be selected 
on the part of the city, or otherwise;” the 
plan to be submitted to the Board for further 
action ,or adoption; that if the city author- 
ities shall not join in the building the 
county shall proceed alone to complete its 
half; and that the County Attorney be 
directed to prepare a contract between 
the county and the architect in accordance 
with these resolutions. It will be seen 
that there is nothing whatever in the resolu- 
tions providing for paying the architect 
€15,000 upon the adoption of his plan; 
and, therefore, the contract 1s at variance 
with the resolutions. But it was void for 
another reason: ‘This contract, when pre- 
pared by the County Attorney, was to be sub- 
mitted, like all other contracts, to the Board 
of Commissioners for their approval, rejec- 
tion, or amendment. It was never 
so submitted! It was never examined 
by the Building, or any other, Committee, 
and was never authorized, in fact, by the 
soard. Mr. Ashton, as President of the 
Board, had no more authority to sign it on 
the part of Cook County than had any out- 
side citizen. The whole thing is utterly 
illegal and void from beginning to end. 
The County Clerk, therefore, was fully justi- 
fied in refusing to afiix the seal of 
the county to the pretended contract. 
In the original competition of plans Mr. 
Egan’s was rejected and Mr. Tilley’s adopted. 
The public generally agreed that Tilley’s plan 
was by far the best then exhibited. If anew 
plan is to be prepared, why confine the selec- 
tion to Egan’s, and why not invite new offers 
from all the architects? It is desirable, also, 
that the whole building should be uniform in 
plan, and that both wings should pfogress 
simultaneonsly. The city cannot move 
before next summer, because it has no 
available funds. The construction of the 
building might well be delayed another year. 
At all events, the Board of County Commis- 
sioners should show respect enough for the 
people who have to pay for this building to 
give them an opportunity to adopt a plan 
for the building. Though we do not know 
that it will make much difference, the old 
Board might well leave this matter to be act- 
ed on by the new Board, which will be in of- 
fice in a few days. Public opinion will resent 
this sharp practice on the part of Egan and 
Ashton, and will hold to a strict responsibili- 
ty any person who attempts to give it valid- 
ity. 


PRICES OF DYING IN CALIFORNIA. 

Tue TrRipuneE raised its voice a few days 
ago on the subject of cheap dying,—a sub- 
ject hardly less vital to the community than 
that of cheap transportation, or cheap post- 
age, or cheap lunches for the beer-beguiled 
laboring man. What we had to say on that 
occasion was in connection with an apparent 
movement of the coffin-makers for the en- 
hancement of even the present exorbitant 
prices of their commodity; and now a bran- 
new phase of the question has been brought 
forward by a recent occurrence in Los 
Angeles, Cal. 

It was claimed by a recent newspaper- 
writer in Los Angeles that that city offered to 
invalids from the East, in addition to its 
other manifold attractions, a cemetery which 
lies high and dry, and is beautifully improved; 
thereby, in all these respects, greatly excel- 
ling the cemetery at Santa Barbara or any 
other health-resort along the coast. Whether 
a rush of eager but debilitated tourists im- 
mediately followed the publication of this 
statement, Tue Trisune has no means of 
knowing. Be that as it may, it is certain 
that there are drawbacks even to the attrac- 
tions of Los Angeles as a place to make one’s 
demise. 

This painful fact has lately been exempli- 
fied in the case of a Mr. Keyser,—a case 
wherein Mr. Thomas, a friend of the de- 
ceased, bids fair, through Keyser’s mortality, 
to put on an immortality of his own as the 
champion of dying men’s rights. The whole 
facts of the case have been brought out in a 
newspaper controversy, for which luxury the 
contestants pay at so much per line. 

Mr. Thomas first comes out with a state- 
ment of circumstances which he thinks go 
to prove that ‘* It costs altogether too much 
to die in Los Angeles.” The bill of the ho- 
tel from which the spirit of Mr. Keyser took 
its flight is reproduced entire. It shows only 
that class of mortuary expenses pertaining to 
the hotel, and makes no mention of the un- 
dertaker’s bill for laying out, for coffin, etc., 
nor of the always enormous charges for 
carriagethire. Its items are as follows, cov- 
ering, according to Mr. Thomas, less than 
twenty-four hours’ actual beard and lodging 
of the corpse :

Relative to this little bill (the roundness of 
its total will be noticed by the observant 
reader), Mr. Thomas inclines—and justly, we 
think—to the opinion that the benefit desig- 
nated as ‘‘privilege of the house” can hardly 
be worth the sum charged, especially when 
all the minor ‘‘ privileges ” are so well recol- 
lected by the hospitable landlord, and so 
minutely ‘“‘nominated in the bond.”

Perhaps, again, the landlord means to indi- 
cate vaguely by this phrase, “ privilege of 
the house,” that privilege which departed 
souls are said sometimes to exercise, of as- 
suming ghostly garments and stalking thus 
arrayed through vacant halls and lonely 
chambers at the dead hour of mid. 
night. But if the landlord conveyed 
to his ghostly guest any such “ priy.

any), but throwing in a paltry $50 for in- 
cidental expenses, we find that, after being 
subjected to an expense of $375 for the lux- 
ury of dying, Mr. Keyser finds himself at the 
railroad station or cemetery gate of Los An- 
geles, and still subject to further tariffs, 
whether for graveyard lots or railway 
fare. If the deceased is wise, he will 
compose himself as best he may in 
his ‘*taxed coffin, fastened down with taxed 
nails,” for an investment and quiet lodgment 
in the superior cemetery for which Los An- 
geles is distinguished. Such disposition of 
one’s self, after one finds that he has become 
not only a “‘demnition damp, unpleasant 
body,” but a terrible bill of expense at every 
turn of the narrow lane—such sepulture, at 
any price, promptly furnished, were infinite- 
ly preferable to the slings and arrows of out- 
rageous railroads, whose well-known habit is 
to tax the mere ‘‘mortal coil” which a pas- 
senger has shuffled off twice as much for 
transportation as they demand of such coils 
properly inhabited by a living, thinking, and 
paying soul. The practice of railway and 
steamboat companies in this respect is so out- 
rageous, and falis with such hardship on 
many poor and bereaved relatives, that we 
could almost excuse the native of Victoria's 
realm who, after learning the expense of 
shipping a deceased brother across the ocean 
as an honest corpse, had the lamented one 
cut up and packed as mess pork,—we might 
even excuse this fellow, if he had not, after 
learning that all the pork on board had been 
thrown overboard in a storm, brought in a 
bill for the value of his missing barrel. 

Finally, from the case of Mr. Keyser, 
which is only one in a thousand, a majority 
of which are still more severe, there is much 
food for thought, not only by the public in 
general, which has a duty in this direction, 
but more especially for that growing class of 
individuals who are inclined to seek, and 
seek too late, the benefits of distant climates 
for the cure of disease. They should under- 
stand beforehand that it is not only more 
expensive to live abroad than at home, but 
injinitely more so to die abroad. 


THE UNION PARK JOB. 

The proposed purchase of an addition of 
one and two-thirds acres to Union Park at 
$268,500 has been referred back by the Coun- 
cil to the Committee on Wharves and Public 
Grounds,—the same Committee which orig- 
inally reported in favor of the purchase. A 
review of the past history of the job may 
induce the Committee to revise its action. 
The purchase of this property was ‘‘ asked by 
400 citizens,” which reminds us to say that 
probably no proposition could be suggested 
which ‘400 citizens” could not be found 
to ask for by signing their names to a 
petition. This petition was referred to the 
Committee on Wharves and Publit Grounds, 
who reported that they had calledin ‘five 
prominent citizens” to fix the valuation of 
the property, and that these “ five prominent 
citizens” had appraised it at $268,500. 
Thereupon the Committee recommended its 
purchase at that figure. The Council Com- 
mittee consists of Messrs. Cannon, Schmitz, 
Moore, Jonas, and T. F. Bailey. The report 
had the names of only three attached to it, — 
Messrs. Cannon, Bailey, and Jonas. We are 
informed that Mr. Jonas did not sign 
it, and that the use of his name was 
not authorized. If this is true, the 
report was really a minority report, 
and not the report of the ‘Committee. Mr. 
Moore, who is unquestionably the ablest 
member of the Committee, refused to sign 
it, and has persistently opposed the purchase, 
though living in the vicinity of Union Park. 
Mr. Schmitz did not sign it, and has not 
given the proposition any decided sanction. 
Looking for the ‘‘five prominent citizens” 
who are said to have fixed the valuation, we 
find only four names, viz. : Mr. O. Cronkite, 
a life-insurance agent, who lives ‘at 357 
West Washington street, near the Park; Mr. 
J. Lewis Lee, of the real-estate firm 
of Snyder & Lee; Mr. J. A. Hamlin. 
a druggist, who lives at 96 South 
Ashland avenue, also near the Park; and Mr. 
F. A. Riddle, who is just put down in the 
Directory as alawyer. We have no means of 
knowing by what process of reasoning these 
four gentlemen arrived at the conclusion that 
this small tract of property is worth the ex- 
traordinary price of $268,500 now when it 
was Offered to the city for $99,000 in 1869, 
when Chicago real estate was nearly at its 
highest. We infer, however, that they took 
no testimony, and that they were not under 
oath themselves, since the Committee did not 
say so. We only know that the price is 
singularly exorbitant, and that the gentlemen 
who fixed it must be regarded either as in- 
competent for the work for which they were 
selected, or influenced by some other motive 
than that of securing the best bargain for the 
city. We must also conclude that, if the 
Committee which had the matter in hand had 
desired to get at the actual value of the prop- 
erty, they would have summoned to their 
aid gentlemen who have an acknowl- 
edged and spegial fitness for apprais- 
ing Chicago real estate, after ascertaining 
that they had no personal interest in the 
proposed sale. They might have called, 
for instance, Mr. J. H. Rees, Mr. A. J. Aver- 
ell, or Mr. S. H. Kerfoot, from among the 
real-estate dealers, or Judge Skinner, Wright & 
Tyrrell, or Gallup & Peabody, from among the 


men would not only have been good judges 
themselves, but they would have taken testi- 
mony regarding the value of the property, 
and would have been competent to estimate 

the relative force of the evidence offered. 
The property which it is proposed to buy 
could not be divided into more than fourteen 
or fifteen building lots of ordinary size 
for residences. At the rate fixed by 
the four ‘‘prominent citizens,” these 
lots would cost the city about $20,000 each, 
or something between $600 and $700 per 
front foot,—a price at which first-class busi- 
ness property can now be purchased in cer- 
tain portions of the city. We take no ac 
count of the proposed transfer of the claim 
against the Second National Bank in the in- 
terest of Mr. S. J. Walker and Mr. D. A.

CHEAP WINES. 

Paradoxical as it may seem to a Prohibi- 
tionist, there is a very strong temperance ar- 
gument in the fact that the vintage of 1874 
in France is the most bounteous on record. 
It is stated that the extent of territory under 
wine cultivation is less than 2,000,000 hectares, 
or 5,000,000 acres, and the produce is 75,000,- 
000 hectolitres, or 1,987,500,000 gallons. A 
French paper says the quantity of wine 
already stored would suffice to fill a cana! 
through the whole breadth of the Medoc dis- 
trict. Of this amount, the local consumption 
is said to be 49,000,000 hectolitres, or 1,298,- 
000,000 gallons, leaving this year 25,000,000 
hectolitres, or 662,500,000 gallons for foreign 
consumers. Of the immensity of this busi- 
ness some idea may be formed from the fact 
that it is third in importance in France,— 
wheat ranking first, and sugar second. The 
average annual revenue to the _ pro- 
ducers is about 500,000,000 francs, the 
consumers paying about twice as much. 
France, as a rule, consumes the red wines of 
the Claret and Rhine brands, containing 4 to 
5 per cent of alcohol. The ‘* manufactured” 
wines, as they are called, are principally sent 
to England and the United States,—the latter 
taking the champagnes and the former the 
sherries, which. are doctored with sugar 
and whisky exported from the United 
States, and consecuently contain a large per- 
centage of alcohol. So far as the demand is 
concerned, the American Messenger says: 
‘* It is a noticeable fact that, so far from 
there being any relaxation in the foreign de- 
mand for French wine, the contrary is the 
case, and that each successive year brings a 
more formidable demand than previously for 
the light wines of France. The improved 
consumption is most remarkable in the case 
of low-priced wines, which were formerly 
unusalable without the limits of the French 
territory.” 

France is not alone in its good fortune. 
The California vintage is now so nearly com- 
pleted that safe estimates can be made, and 
the papers of that State are agreed that it 
will reach 10,000,000 gallons, which far ex- 
ceeds the entire amount which is produced 
by the other States. Of this amount, five- 
sixths must either be exported or placed in 
store, as the entire home consumption, added 
to that which goes eastward to be doctored 
into the likeness of foreign wines, will not 
exceed 2,000,000 gallons. 

The moral of all these facts and figures is 
cheap wine, and cheap wine is a promoter of 
temperance. France has cheap wines and 
temperance. Drunkenness is found only in 
Paris, and is not the result of wine-drinking, 
but of cognac and absinthe. Italy has cheap 
wines and temperance. A drunken Italian 
would be a curiosity. Germany has cheap 
beer and wines, and is a temperate nation. 
America has whisky, and rum, and all sorts of 
poisonous compounds, and drunkenness is fre- 
quent. -It will be a matter for rejoicing, 
therefore, if this abundant produce of the 
vineyurds shall conduce to give us cheap 
wines, and if the light and healthy beverages 
of the European vineyards can be brought 
here in sufficient quantity to supplant the 
villainous and fiery poisons which Americans 
are pouring down their throats because wines 
are so dear. 


A PUBLIC SCANDAL. 
The attention of the people of this State, 


and especially of members of the General 
Assembly, is earnestly asked to a political 
abuse inflicted upon the people of this city. 
Our citizens have endured this outrage for 
years, and there seems to be no deliverance. 

Following some arrangement of quarter 
sections, the City of Chicago is technically 
divided into three ** towns,” and each of these 
‘* towns” has a separate and distinct Govern- 
ment. Each of these towns has an Assessor, 
a Collector, a Supervisor, and a Town Clerk; 
in addition to this it has a “Town 
Board,” which is composed of the Su- 
pervisor, Clerk, and three Justices of 
the Peace. These officers are chosen 
by the caucus mob every spring—that is, in 
April. The Assessor finishes his work by the 
15th of July; the Supervisor has no possible 
duties; the Collector has sixty days’ work in 
collecting some personal taxes ; and the Town 
Clerk has to call and attend the meetings of 
the Town Board. The law of the State fixes 
the compensation of all these officers, but, 
unfortunately, has not prohibited their being 
voted extra compensation. The office of As- 
sessor, or Collector, or Supervisor, in any one 
of these towns is better in a pecuniary sense 
than that of Governor of Illinois, or Judge 
of the Supreme Court of this State, or even 
of the United States. At the meeting of the 
Town Board, a round sum is fixed for com- 
pensation of these hard-worked (?), faithful 
officers. The rule has been in _ the 
South Town to fix $25,000 or §$30,- 
000, and this sum is variously distributed 
something as follows: Collector, $10,000; 
Assessor, $8,000; Supervisor, $7,000; Town 
Clerk, $4,000; rent, $1,000. And all this is 
in addition to a liberal allowance for clerk 
hire. The ‘‘Town Board” votes these sal- 
aries, and directs that a tax be levied to pay 
the same. There is always a floating debt, 
ranging from $20,000 to $75,000, outstand- 
ing; and, though taxes are levied and collect- 
ed, the debts seem never to be paid. 

There is not a service rendered by all these 
officers that could not be dispensed with, and 
for which $5,000 would not be ample com- 
pensation. 

The West Town and the North Town each 
vote their officers a proportionately out- 
rageous, swindling sum. The profits, or, 
more properly, the plunder, divided among 
these officers of the three ‘‘ towns” each year 
ranges from $75,000 to $100,000 for services 
rendered that could be done at one-fifth of 
the money. 

The strangest part of this whole proceed- 
ing is, that the County Commissioners before 
whom this action of the Town Board came 
up for confirmation actually indorsed the 
robbery, and fixed the allowance for the Town 
of South Chicago at $33,000. The Commis- 
sioners may have acted upon the supposition 
that they had no discretion and must grant 
it; nevertheless it is another mystery in Cook 
County assessments how the County Board 
can levy taxes for town purposes. But the 
Board has levied a tax upon the property in 
the South Town to the amount of $33,000 to 
pay the outrageous salaries voted to each 
other by these town-grabbers. All this, it 
must be remembered, when the law fixes im- 


peratively the compensation of each of these 
Officers. : 


there isa difference of opinion among law- 
yers. Mr. Root, the late County Attorney, 
has a very clear judgment that township 
organization has been abolished by the Con- 
stitution in this county, -¢ the Convention 
certainly intended shouid be the case. The 
township organization is required by the Con- 
stitution to be uniform in all counties where 
it prevails; the Constitution provides also 
that the affairs of Cook County shall be 
managed by a Board of County Commis- 
sioners. We have township organization 
without the Board of Supervisors; and 
the township organization in this county 
is something outside of, and unknown to, the 
general township law of the State. What- 
ever may be the actual state of the law, there 
ought to be some remedy for the evils with 
which this city is cursed. If the Legislature 
can do no more, it can provide for the con- 
solidation of these three towns into one, and 
thus enable the city to get rid cf at least two 
sets of officers. It might also, by law, pro- 
hibit these officers receiving, and all others 
from voting, any compensation save that fixed 
by law, and declare all taxes levied for any 
such purpose to be void. -This will at least 
modify, if it will not destroy, the evils of the 
present rotten and dishonest system. 


LORD ACTON’S LETTER. 

The letter of Lord Acton to Mr. Gladstone 
on the subject of the civil allegiance of Cath- 
olics is aremarkable document. It will be 
recollected that Lord A. made a spirited re- 
sistance to the passage by the iave Wvuncil of 
the decrees establishing the doctrine of infal- 
libility. And it is plain that, while he asserts 
that these decrees added nothing to obliga- 
tions already existing which might be sup- 
posed to hold Catholics to a higher allegiance 
to Rome than to any non-Catholic Govern- 
ment, he looks upon them now as he did at 
the time of the session of the Council,—as 
altogether pernicious and unworthy of the 
real belief of Catholics. He is no Ultra- 
montane, and he regards the doctrines and 
theories of that party as calculated to bring 
the whole Church, in the eyes of non-Cath- 
olics, into the contempt with which he re- 
gards these wrongful interpolations into her 
teachings. He appears to be ready to show, 
in his own case, an instance of freedom of 
thought and criticism which may vindicate 
one section, at least, of his Church from the 
charge of servile and unworthy compliance 
with the decrees of authority wrongly exer- 
cised, er stretched beyond its proper bounds. 

While making this showing of independ- 
ence of opinion, Lord Acton does not make 
it quite plain whether he approves, or not, 
the conduct of those who, like Fenelon, make 
outward submission to authority, but in pri- 
vate assert that authority to be in the wrong, 
or who, like Copernicus, abjure aloud the 
truths of astronomy, but still assert, in an un- 
dertone, that the earth moves. 

We are under obligations to Lord Acton 
for bringing to mind some scraps of history 
which, if produced by a non-Catholic, would 
hardly be accepted as authentic by the faith- 
ful adherents of Rome. It will be news to 
many that it is part of the Roman canon law 
to-day ‘‘that it is no murderto kill excom- 
municated persons,” and that a Pope, can- 
onized as a Saint, commissioned an assassin 
to take the life of a Queen of England, and 
that another, ‘‘on learning that the Protest- 
ants were being massacred in France, pro- 
nounced the action glorious and holy, and im- 
plored the King, during two months, to carry 
the work on to the bitter end, until every 
Huguenot had recanted or perished.” We 
think this latter instance rather worse than 
that of our more modern Presbyterian mili- 
tary saint, whourged the killing of the prison- 
ers of war. 

We apprehend that, as against Archbishop 
Manning and his school, Lord Acton will 
be found an efficient ally of Mr. Gladstone. 
It remains to be seen how many of his En- 
glish co-religionists he can carry with him. 
On the Continent of Europe we suppose the 
Ultramontanists to be greatly in the majority. 
It is of more interest to know how our own 
Romanist fellow-citizens stand on the ques- 
tion. In the meantime we commend Lord 
Acton’s letter to the careful perusal of all 
interested in the subject. 


FASHIONABLE FUNERALS. 

The mania for making extravagant and un- 
necessary displays at weddings, which has 
been illustrated several times of late, now 
seems to have broken out in a new quarter. 
It is not unnatural, however absurd it may 
be, that the fickle and frivolous deity of 
Fashion shouldrun riot among orange-flowers, 
costly trousseaus, and all the brilliant para- 
phernalia which characterize these oc- 
casions of hymeneal jubilation, when 
people are not accountable for what 
they do, and when their fancies light- 
ly turn to thoughts of love; but that 
Fashion, with its inevitable train of extrava- 
gant expenses and silly forms, should invade 
the chamber of death is not only unseemly 
but ghastly. It is not long since that the 
funeral ceremonies of a young man were held 
at the residence of his parents on Fifth 
avenue, New York, where $3,000 worth of 
floral decorations were used, a prima donna 
sang, and a well-known professional player 
officiated at the piano. Lately, however, 
this funeral display has been eclipsed. 
The deceased was a young girl who had al- 
ways held a high position in society. At the 
funeral the coffin was placed upon a platform 
in the parlor, draped with black velvet and 
jettrimmings. Over $3,000 worth of flowers 
was exhibited, and a chorus was sung by 
hired vocalists. On either side of the coffin 
stood four young girls in white, with wreaths 
of flowers. While the minister prayed a bell 
was tolled in the hall, and a chant was in- 
dulged in by the hired vocalists. 

Cui bono? What good purpose is sub- 
served by this ostentation? In the case of 
the wedding, some excuse may be offered for 
making a splurge, although it is silly even 
then; but what excuse is there for making a 
splurge at a funeral? Doesit pay any tribute 
to the memory of the deceased, or bring any 
additional consolation to the hearts of the 
survivors? Does it not jar upon the solemni- 
ties of the occasion, and vulgarize the depart- 
ure of the dead to the grave, by making this 
mournful occasion a show for the multitude ? 

There are many reasons which might be 
urged in protest against this latest imposi- 
tion of Fashion. It increases the already 
onerous burden of funeral expenses, and vul- 
garizes the most tender and solemn duties 
which one person can pay to another. Fashb- 
ion has already sufficiently invaded the seclu- 
sion of grief with its tear-bedewed crapes and 
black-edged handkerchiefs and stationery, its 
numerous equipages and floral effgies, with- 
out being allowed to take full possession of 
the funeral rites and conduct them as it 
would a marriage or a soiree. The worst 
feature isto be anticipated in the future. 
If funerals are to be regulated by fashion- 
able competition, where is this thing going 
toend? A fashion once asserted 


once get a footing as being en regie and the 
thing to do, what limit can be placed upon 
the absurdities that Fashion will perpetrate ? 
Does not such a public and showy advertise- 
ment of grief carry with it a suspicion that 
the grief may not be very genuine? True 
sorrow always seeks seclusion, and never 
flaunts itself in public. 
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THE MUSICAL SENATOR. 

Victor Emanuel has done avery graceful 
act in making Guiseppe Verdi, the great com- 
poser, a Senator. The musical fame of Italy 
rests almost entirely at present upon the 
name of Verdi. Rossini, Donizetti, Bellini, 
—nearly all the Italian composers of promi- 
nence in fact,—are dead, and Verdi remains, 
in his old age, the one man to whom the 
Italians can point with pride. The musical 
sceptre, even in opera, has been trans- 
ferred to Germany ; and while the German 
musicians of the modern school were never 
more productive than they are to-day, Italy 
can only show the **‘ Manzoni Requiem” and 
the opera of ‘‘ Aida,” both the work of Verdi, 
as her musical record for years past. Verdi 
is now an old man, but his genius, which pro- 
duced ‘‘ Trovatore,” *‘ Ernani,” ‘* Traviata,” 
‘* Rigoletto,” and other works, has given the 
world pleasure for years, and his productions 
have probably been performed more fre- 
quently than those of any other operatic com- 
poser in his lifetime. The world has not 
been slow in recognizing his genius. His 
name is known in all civilized countries where 
music has any power. Almost every sov- 
ereign in Europe has presented him with the 
insignia of the Orders of Knighthood, and he 
has been enrolled as a member of numerous 
learned and scientific bodies. In his own 
land, up to the present time, he has 
been the prophet, not without honor 
save in his own country. The Ital- 
ian people have worshiped him, and 
his works have richly repaid him, but the 
Government has been slow to recognize him 
in an Official sense, although he has done no- 
ble and lasting work for the country and the 
Church. He was once elected a member of 
the Italian Parliament, in 1861, and he went 
to Florence in 1571 to take the post of Min- 
ister of Public Instruction for the reorgani- 
zation of the Musical Institute of Ita!y. 

Victor Emanuel has now publicly recog- 
nized his genius by conferring upon him the 
dignity of an Italian Senator. The position 
will not bring him financial remuneration ; 
fortunately he does not need it, as his works 
have been very remunerative and his habits 
of life economical. It is, however, the high- 
est distinction which the Government could 
have paid him. The son of the village-inn- 
keeper of Parma has, by the force of his 
genius, raised himself to the highest distince- 
tions of nobility, and the world will applaud 
the merited honor he has achieved, and wish 
him many more years of life in its enjoy- 
ment. 


‘“*‘THE REVOLT OF THE RESIDUUM.” 

Great Britain had its political revolt and 
revolution last spring ; we had ours the begin- 
ning of the present month. That the two 
had anything to do with each other, in the 
relations of cause and effect, need not be 
asserted; but that they present some inter- 
esting analogies, may be easily seen. The 
leading article in the last Westminster Review 
is devoted to an explanation of what is 
termed ‘‘The Revolt of the Residuum.” It 
is an uncommonly instructive chapter in con- 
temporary history, Reformers, and legisla- 
tors, and social scientists generally, may find 
in it sundry stubborn facts which it will be 
infinitely better for our people to appreciate 
now, than it would be to postpone thought 
and action respecting them to the future.

And last spring the great 
tribune of the people got his pay for it, when 
the residuum got their backs up and revolted. 
It need not béassumed that Mr. Gladstone re- 
grets, or has reason to regret, any measures 
that were proposed by him. Only such is 
the way they have. For their own private 
reasons—it would be absurd to say it was 
from considerations of the public welfare— 
they suddenly changed front. The army of 
lliterates carried their votes, almost en masse, 
over to the Tories! The multitudes who in 
England hover between uncertain poverty 
and absolute pauperism nearly all sided with 
the Conservatives, and joined in the shout, 
‘* Down with the Liberals.” 

Now, no one will deny that here was acurious 
phenomenon. Were the paupers alarmed for 
their property? Were they suddenly afraid 
of the spread of democratic theories and ten- 
dencies ? Did they suspect some ‘‘ Grecian 
gift” concealed under Mr. Gladstone’s en- 
thusiasm for the institution of a national sys- 
tem of education ? Or was the panic of the 
‘‘residuum ” occasioned by a dread lest rude 
hands might be laid upon the religious Estab- 
lishment? Not much. Other causes conspired 
to bring about the startling result ; but the 
decisive one was of a very different sort. It 
was apot of beer and glass of grog that 
tipped the Gladstone Ministry into the 
Thames. 

Whether it be right or wrong, curable or 
incurable, the tenderest spot about the aver- 
age uneducated British voter is the handle to 
his mug of ale. His self-respect will submit 
to anything else sooner than that another 
should forcibly restrict his personal liberty 
there. Tell the English publican that he 
must close his bar at 11 o’clock instead of 12, 
and an insurrection begins to brew at once ; 
and the next opportunity that offers the party 
of the second part, with all their hosts of re- 
tainers, the well-drilled army of illiterate 
‘* sovereigns,” will swear in the face of 
John Bull himself that they will suc- 
cumb to no such tyranny. The high- 
est claims of gratitude, the most be- 
neficent achievements of statesmanship, 
will all go for nothing, until the Government 
finger has been taken off the beer pitcher.

in search of unknown countries and their possi- 
ble treasures. The novel version of the story of 
Columbus himself, which is given at length, and 
fortified at every point. as strongly as may be, 
with ingenious and impassioned reasoning, 18 as 
follows : 

The birth-place of the “* so-called Christopher 
Columbus,” his name, and his early history, are 
enveloped in impenetrable obscurity. It is 
probable that bis true cognomen was Griego, 
and his prenomenx Nicolo. Nothing with regard 
to the time or locality of his birth can be defi- 
nitely ascertained; but there is conclusive evi- 
dence that be was the youngest of three broth- 
ers who foliowed the pursuit of buccaneers on 
the Mediterranean. The first authentic mention 
of him is found in certain papers in the archives 
of Venice, which relate the capture of four 
Venetian merchant-ships, the slaughter of their 
crews, and the pillaging of their contents, by 
six or seven pirate ships commanded by ‘‘ Nicolo 
Griego, who is called Columbus Junior.” This 
event occurred Aug. 21, 1485; and the hero of 
the affair is supposed to have been. at the time, 
about 50 years of age. It is tolerably well 
established that. during his piratical career, he 
made a journey to Thule, or Iceland, avd, while 
there, learned of the discovery of the Western 
Continent by the Northmen. 

As this may be, soon after the capture of the 
Venetian merchantmen, Columbus was wrecked 
on the coast of Portugal, and, receiving succor, 
was enabled to make his wayto Lisbon. He 
there married Dona Felipa Muniz de Perestiela, 
and reured, with the lady, to a little property 
she possessed in the Island of Madeira. While 
living there, in a house on the sea-shore, a ves- 
sel went to pieces in his vicinity, and the five 
mariners who were saved took refuge under his 
roof. The stranded sailors had been engaged in 
traffic betweeen Spain and the Canaries; but, 
encountering on this fatal voyage a violent tem- 
pest, their vessel] was driven westward for many 
days, until it touched the shores of America. 
On their route homeward, the sufferings of the 
crew from lack of provisions were extreme, in- 
ducing sickness from which all perished, except 
the five who survived to be cast ashore at the 
ieet of Columbus. ‘Their endurance, however. 
had been taxed ‘vo severely, and. although they 
were hospit<oly treated, they died in his house, 
after confiding to him « full account of their en- 
forced voyage westward, and the important dis- 
covery that resulted. 

In possession of this certain knowledge of a con- 
tinent on the hither side of the Atlantic, Colum- 
bus applied to the King of Portugal for assist- 
tance and authority to proceed in search of it. 
But his evil character was so votorious that no 
confidence could be put in his representations, 
and his terms were so exorbitant that the King 
refused to enterlainthem. He eent his brother 
to present his case at ibe English Court, while 
he passed into S=ain, in 1487, to importuns 
Queen Isabeila. He finally obtained from her a 
requisition upon the Municipality of Palos for 
two caravels, of from 30 to 60 tons burden: 
and the brothers Pinzon, wesithy and liberal 
citizens of the town, voluv:utarily fitted him out 
with a third. The great adventurer had not him- 
self a farthing in the world. 

The three vessels set sail from the port of 
Palos, Aug. 8, 1492,—one the St. Mary, under 
the command of Columbus, and tbe other two 
the Pinta und the Nina, under the brothers 
Martin Alonzo and Vincent Yanez Pinzon. 
After passing the Canaries, Columbus lost 
heart and wished to abandon the expedition ; 
but Martin Alonzo, by alternate encouragement 
and ridicule, persuaded him to continue. He 
was then resolved to pursue a northwest coarse, 
—deciaring that, when they had sailed 750 
leagues, land would be reached. After a time 
he was induced. to listen again to the wiser 
counsel of the elder Pinzon, a courageous and 
efficient sailor, and turn his ship’s prow in the 
right direction. His own log-buok shows that 
the Pinta and the Nina were in advance of the 
St. Mary throughout the voyage ; and, when the 
shore of San Salvador was sighted, on the 
morning of Oct. 12, the Pinta led the other two 
vessels by a couple of leagues. A sailor on board 
the Pinta, named Rederigo de Triana, was the 
first to view the land; anda gun was firedat 2 
o’clock in the morning to announce the fact to 
the ships in the rear. Columbus afterwards 
claimed the reward of discovery,—30 crowns a 
year, promised by Queen Isabella,—asserting 
that be had seen a light ashore on the evening 
of the lith, although the St. Mary then stood 
50 miles off from the coast ! 

‘Lbrough sheer incapacity, Columbus, who 
was a careless sailor, and grossly ignorant of the 
art of navigation, lost his vessel in a dead 
calm, on the 24th of December, and was obliged 
to return home on the Nina. On arriving in 
Spain, he basely charged Alonzo Pinzon, to 
whom he owed the success of his enterprise, 
and even the means for undertaking it, of insub- 
ordination; and the proud heart of the wronged 
man broke under the ungrateful accusation. 
Through false representations of the wealth 
of the land he had discovered(!), which 
Columbus persisted in calling India, he 
was evabled to set out, on a second 
voyage, in 1493, at the head of a ficct of 
seventeen vessele, well freighted with neces- 
saries for colonization, and containing 1,500 
Spaniards of allranks, eager to visit the new 
El Dorado and realize the fortunes with which 
Le had allured them. 

The disappointment of the Spanish pioneers 
on reaching an uncivilized and uncultivated 
country, which had little wealth to offer savo 
what could be won from a virgin soil, history 
has already recorded. For six years Columbus 
governed the colony established in Hispaniola, 
or Hayti, with despotic authority, subjecting it 
and the docile natives of the island to inde- 
scribable outrages. In 1499, their wrongs hav- 
ing become no longer tolerable, a party of the 
colonists returned to Spain to acquaint isabella 
with the atrocities perpetrated in her name by 
Columbus. Asaresult, the Queen dispatched 
Francesco de Bobadilla to inquire into his 
practices, and relieve him, if need be, of his 
command. He refused to submit to De 
Bobadilla, who was finally compelled to put 
the contumacious Admiral in chains, and send 
him to Spain for trial. He never recovered his 
lost dignity or the confidence of Isabella; yet 
was suffered to make another voyage of discov- 
ery, under narrow restrictions. This final expedi- 
tion was conducted with signal inability, and 
was productive only of disaster. It was con- 
cluded in November, 1504, and was followed by 
the death of Columbus, at Valladolid, in May, 
1506. He expired in poverty and obscurity, and 
no tomb or inecription, to this day, marks the 
place of his sepulture, or inany spotin Spain 
perpetuates his memory. 

His biography was originally written by his 
oldest, illegitimate son, Ferdinand; and this 
tissue of faisehoods has been the source from 
which all subsequent writers have drawn the 
incidents of his history. In a lawsuit instituted 
by the heirs of Columbus against the Spanish 
Crown, for the continuance of the revenues and 
titles accorded to the Admiral by Queen Isabella, 
many facts most damaging to his character were 
deveioped, which have been hitherto suppressed. 
The proof of them still exists in the archives of 
Spaix, to which Mr. Goodrich has had access. 

Such, in a word, 1s the story which our author 
relates of the renowned Columbus. It is filled 
with incidents and affimations which blacken his 
reputation and make his name a reproach. It is 
for the reader to decide, after a careful examina- 
tion of the data recorded eircumsitantially in the 
volume, whether he will stili revere the memory 
of a time-honored man, or give it over to infamy 
and contempt. se 


Mr. Horatio M. Case, in the last number of the 
Interior, reads a lesson in propriety to the daily 
newspapers, evidently having the Chicago Times 
in view.

He condemns the practice 
which is so common in the Times of ** sweeping 
up from every dirty corner in the land whatever 
villainy reportorial brooms can gather, and, after 
simmering the devil’s mess, and adding copious- 
ly ingredients of their own manufaciure, and 
seasoning with the ‘spice’ of the ‘popular’ 
daily press writer, serving it, steaming hot, to 
the public.” Then he charges the cooks of this 
mess with liking it themselves, with being alert 
in discovering moral offal, and with using ‘* baw- 
dy rhetoric,” as thes do on the Times. Then he 
goes on to describe the patrons of this kind of 
reading, and closes with the following statement 
of his wants: 

We want your clean, wholesome, honest news, but 
we do not hunger and thirst for cheap descriptions of 
rapes, abortions, seductions, divorces, brothel-ricts, 
police-court reports, and whatever abomination you 
cap fish out of reeking social sewers. 


But, we would like to ask of this writer and 
of these numerous protesters like him, how do 
you know that the Chicago Times contains al) 
this impropriety unless you take and read it? 
You could not have described it so accurately 
unless you were one of its patrons. If, there- 
fore, you continue to patronize the paper which 
contains this kind of stuff and abuses the 
ministers and their congregations so fre- 
quently, wherein are the respectable news- 
papers to find their reward? If your 
patronage is given to the Times, and 
it must be, since you have deseribed 
it exactly, does it not imply that you find the 
‘* respectable newspapers ’”’ heavy and dul! because 
of the omission of dirty sensational stuff? If you 
read the respectable papers you would not be 
troubled with the improprieties of such papers 
as the Times. Our advice, therefore, to Mr. 
Case, and to all similarly situated, isto stop 
taking the J'imes, and then they won't know any 
of these dreadful things. If they are opposed 
to “‘reportorial villainy,” ‘* bawdy rhetoric,” etc,, 
they shouid not encourage it by taking a paper 
which is guilty of such tings. 
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JOHN STUART MILL’S LAST WORD.

It cannot be said of Mr. Mill that he died and 
gave po sign. None of bis writings published 
during his life-time awakened so wide-spread 
interest as the two books published since his 
death. His Autobiography, published about a 
vear ago, was the book of the season. And it 
was a deline«tor of so remarkable a development 
—and, as some may think, arrested development 
—of mental and spiritual culture, as io insure 
for the book a permanent place in our literature. 
But another volume has just now made its ap- 
pearance, and is being read and commented upon 
with uncommon eagerness. It treats of the 
highest themes that engage human thongbt. 
This is done in three essays, on ** Nature,” * The 
Utility of Religion,” and ** Theism.” 

Mr. Gladsione once spoke of Mr. Millas ‘ the 
conscience of the House of Commons.” In his 
Autobiography, a singularly-sincere book, he 


.says of himself that he never changed his relig- 


ious belief, for he never vossessed any. That 
he had no positive religious beliefs, he took 
some pains, during bie life, to conceal from the 
genera! public,—leaving it for his Autobiography 
and these posthumous Essays to tell the story. 
The former book showed him to be a tbor- 
ough-going skeptic, denying every doc- 
trine of Christianity; but this one pre- 
sents him as hovering about the ragged 
edge of absolute Atheism, and shivering over the 
awfal decision whetber or not to plunge into the 
abyss of absolute Pessimism. Nature seemed to 
him, at times at least, only an infinitely huge, 
blind, heartless, blundering Power, displaying 
no moral design whatever, and absolutely reck- 
less in its operations,—as likely, in some freak. 
to destroy the accumulations of centuries of 
noble strivings, as to crush the frivolities of an 
idle hour. He does not disguise his bitterness 
and indignation in view of “‘such a clumaily- 
constructed and capriciously-governed creation 
as this planet and its inhabitants.” He perceives 
no beniguity init. How, by the way, it ever 
eame to produce so perfect a being as that rare 
flower of humanity, his wife,—wbose memory, he 
confesses, became to bim a ‘‘religion,”—he does 
not stop to explain. But, if he did, probably the 
“ freak ” about that would have appeared to him 
to be her uutimeiy taking-off, just when ho 
needed and craved her companionship most. 
That the dark mysteries of the universe may have 
a silver lining, he does not, indeed, deny; neither 
dares he affirm it. He scarcely dared to 
guess that it might be so. The operations of 
Nature seemed so essentially fataiistic, and re- 
gardiess of what might be called moral consid- 
erations, as to afford hardly any proof that the 
Maxer of the universe couid be a moral being. 

But, it should be stated, his mood was not al- 
ways the same. And Mr. Mill, with a transparent 
bonesty, unsurpassed by that of either August- 
ine’s or Bunyan’s *‘ confessions,” has portrayed 
the opposite workings of his mind. And there 
is nothing more profoundly significant in 
this most pathetic book, particularly the 
last essay in it, written latest, in 1870, than 
the admissions which he makes, The 
existence of a God, and of man’s immortality, is 
declared to be at least a *‘ possibility.” Thatany 
** mode of organization” has the power of pro- 
ducing feeling or thought, science, he says, has 
no power to prove. He admits that there is a 
‘* very slow and often almost insensible progress 
by which good is gradually gaining ground from 
evi!, yet gaining it so visibly at considerable inter- 
vals as to promise avery distant but not uncertain 
final victory of Good.” If we suppose that there 
is a God, then, he allows, it is rational to be- 
lieve that He might give a revelation 
of His will. Nor, ia that case, would 
even miracles be beyond possible proof. Ho 
declares explicitly that a miracle is altogether 
possible,—:f we admit a God. 

He as frankly confesses that man’s life sorely 
needs ‘‘the wider range and greater height of 
inspiration,” which the religious ideas, if only 
true, would furnish. Though he denies their 
certainty, it is good, he thinks, to cherish fondly 
the possibilities that they may yet prove real. 
Dis philosophy never allows him to transcend a 
‘‘ perhaps,” —which is the one word that, more 
than any other, expresses the attitude of his 
miud on all taese obstinate questionings,—yet he 
clings tenaciously to that. 

But the most interesting and deeply-signvificant 
of all bis admissions are those which relate to 
the character of Christ. The involuntary ho- 
mage which he pays to Himas the Supreme 
Moral Man of our race, goes far, 1% may be, to- 
ward explaining the reasoning in Mr. Mill's char- 
acter for the memorable compliment which Glad- 
stone paid him. He speaks of Christ as a 
‘unique figure, not more unlike all His precur- 
sors than ail his followers,—even those who had 
the direct benefit of His personal teaching.” 
He treats with some impatience the notion that 
the Christ of the Gospels is not historical. For 
who, of the men of His time, he asks, was ‘ca- 
pable of inventing the sayings ascribed to Jesus, 
or of imagining the life and character revealed 
in the Gospele”? He also speaks of Him as 
‘*the ideal representative and guide of human- 
ity ”; and declares that it would not ‘‘ even now 
be easy, even for an unbeliever, to finda better 
transiation of the rule of virtue, from the ab- 
stract to the concrete, than to erdeavor so to 
live that Christ would approve our life.” He also 
allows that, ‘‘to the conception of a rational skep- 
tic,” it remains a possibiliiy that Christ actually 
was what He supposed Himself to be,—a ‘‘ man 
charged with a special, express, unique commis- 
aes God, to lead mankind to truth and 

ue”; and that He possessed ine qualities of 
‘*probably the greatest moral reformer and mar- 
tyr to His mission who ever existed upon earth.” 

This, then, is the latest word from John Stu- 
art Mill, who, with all his cool and seemingly 
almost cold serenity, was most keenly seusitive 
and sympathetic. Through life he struggled 
with the bias toward Atheism which bis 
father, with a grim mixture of parental fond- 
ness and paternal despotism, forced upon his 
education from the beginning. But he strug- 
gled yet more with the difficuities which the ac- 
tual sight of this world’s coinga-on thrusts per- 
sistentiy upon reflective and sensitive persons. 
Nevertheless, thie last deliberative utterance 
from his pen Mr. Midi as one still clinging 


to what seemed to him, ou the

I. It is continued because the people believe 
“consumption a disease of the entire evstem 
caused by impure biood,” and are unable to un- 
derstand why it may not be cured by acting on 
the general system through the stomach. 

This false theory originated nearly three cen- 
turies ago, when the nature of consumption was 
but little understood, and the professfon was 
excited over a great event in medicime—the dis- 
covery of the circulation of the blood by ihe il- 
lustrious Harvey. No sooner was the truth of 
this discovery realized than the wildest entbusi- 
asm took the place of sober reason, It was be- 


lieved that, through it, old age might be rejuve- 
nated and life indefinitely prolonged. It was | 
assumed thac all diseases were in the blood, and |

hence all that was pecessary to cure them was 
to draw off the bad blood and let the veasels fill 
up with new. This absurd idea was the origin 
of ** bicodletting,” that murderous practice which 
launched myriads into eternity—and for more 
than 200 years rejected ali facts with scorn, and 


actually heid the civilized world in bondage to a | 


medical error. 
Tue theory that the state of the blood was the 


cause of disease having once got possession of | 
the professioual mind, the one idea, with ail | 
physicians, was how to get rid of or purify , 


‘*bad biood.” They believed if this could only 
be done, al! sickness would immediately yieid to 
medical skill. Not satisfied, therefore, with open- 
ing the veins and pouring out the blood on every 
possible occasion, and for every known disease, 
they next set to work purifying (!) what re- 
mained by filling the system with mercury and 
other poisons. Caiomel, corrosive chloride, and 
blue pill were their chief reliance, until common 
sense and long-suffering Lumanity cried out 
agrinst a system which, under the pretense of 
curing disease, first robbed the sick of that fluid 
on which ali vitality and strength depends, and 
then filled their blood with poisons and their 
bodies with the elements of decay. 

Finding their patients could not live with- 
out blood, and not succeeding iv their 
efforts to purify it by introducing mercurial 
poisons, they next conceived the brilliant idea 
of letting all the bad blood out and pumping in 
the blood of sheep, goats, and other animals to 
supply its place. This, it was boldly predicted, 
would not only effectually drive out disease, but 
‘render man immortal.” Unfortunately, how- 
ever, 80 many of those who tried it suddenly de- 
parted to ‘‘that bourne whence no traveler re- 
turns” that the civil authorities became alarmed 
and so put a stop to the zeal of the Professor by 
roval edict! 

Where are these practices now? Absolutely 
abandoned by all educated physicians as not only 
worthless but dangerous to health and life. 
And yet down t4 within ten years of this time 
(with the exception of the transfusion insanity) 
they were regularly taught in all medica! schools 
aud regularly practiced upon the sick by all phv- 
siciaus, and bad been so taughi and so practiced 
tor upwards of 200 years. The theory that a bad 
state of the biood is the cause of consumption is 
this same old delusion still continued. It never 
bad any foundation io fact. It is wholly untrue, 
aud it is sheer ignorance to believe that poison- 
ing the blood with drugs could cure Consump- 
tion. Look at the facts. What good has this 
treatment ever done? It has had centuries of 
trial under the most favorable circumstances. 
I¢ bas been prescribed in the earliest dawn of 
the disease and persisted in through all its 
stages. Whatarethe fruits? It has so univer- 
sally failed that few people can now be made to 
believe that any treatment can succeed. 

Would it not be more senzible for people to 
doubt the truth of this old theory? Chemistry 
has failed to find any poison ia the blood. The 
blood is Baw to be perfectly pure until after 
the disease has paased its first stage. When it 
becomes more deeply seated the lungs are una- 
ble to do their full work, and, as a consequence, 
the natural purification of the blood by respira- 
tion becomes defective. Tahis causes the reten- 
tion of carbonaceous matter, a kind of impurity 
which nothing will remove but improved breath- 
ing. Youmay take all the medicines of the 
materia medica by the stomach and it will not 
affect it one iota. Inhalation, on the contrary, 
aids nature by arresiing the disease, cloansing 
the air tubes, and improving respiration. 

From this you will understand that the car- 
bonaecous condition of the blood is not a cause 
but an effect of lung disease. Tue bivod be- 
comes impure after the lungs become affectecs 
The blood depends on respiration for its vitailil/y 
and must always become dejyec‘ive when respira- 
tiou is impaired. Theonly way that it can be 
restored is by restoring the function of the 
lungs. 

If. I now come to the second question: Why 
do so many physicians still treat the lungs 
throuh the stomach ? They do so because they 
know of nothing else. Before they could prac- 
tive inhalation they would have to go to school 
again. Were they to admit that inhalation was 
preferable to the old routine, their patients 
would never rest satisfied untal they obtained its 
benefits. The fear of losing prestige and prac- 
tice makes them resist ite general adoption by 
the sick. It is the same old policy always pur- 
sued by the profession im regard to improve- 
ments in medical practice. Is took the immor- 
tal Harvey thirty years before hecould get them 
to admit the truth of his discovery of the circu- 
lation, although any physician could have proved 
it in five minutes by simply cutting down upon 
an artery and puncturing it witha lancet. But 
they did not want to proveit. They knew that 
to do so would raise his reputation above their 
own. They therefore opposed, denied, and re- 
jected for thirty years, solely through self- 
interest and professional! jealousy. 

But theoretical discussions are of no value to 
the sick. The true test of all theories is success. 
My theory is proved by the success of inhalation 
in all jung complaints. Numbers of patients iv 
this city and throughout the country have, by it, 
been restored to health who must otherwise ave 
died. ‘These will answer for ita merits.

Why Do Not American Women Go 
into Domestic Service. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sir: Some time ago, in trying to make 
women out of work understand that I could not 
help them, I said that, if I were so situated, I 
should go into domestic service, and advised 
them to doso. I think that no one who knows 
me doubts that, in such a case, I would do as I 
have said; but I once knew a philosopher who 
was wont tosay, * Some people differ from other 
people,” and this indicates that some people act 
differently from other people in hike circum- 
stances; and, as the question of work for 
women is of too much importance to be lightly 
dismissed, and as each one has some right of 
choice, we may not measure all by ope pattern, 
and set aside the claims of those who are longer 
or shorter than the standard. He is no states- 
mano who would legislate fora people irrespect- 
ive of their peculiar characteristics,—no philan- 
thropist who would aid them regardless of their 
tastes. To the philosopher, nothiug is more un- 
reasoning and unreasonable than Caste; yet he 


cannot disregard it, for he knows that 
IT RULES THE WORLD. 
Say that men are starving in India, and that 
Eritisp statesmen and philanthropists wish to aid 
them. Can they do this by sending over ship- 
loads of bread, biscuit, and canned meats? As- 
suredly not, for they know that these men . ill 
perish miserably rather than eat the cooked food 
of a Christian, and so lose their caste. 5o their 
Christian benefactors send them whole grain. 
Tens of thousands of American women are per- 
ishing, sou! and body, for want of paying work. 
Shail American statesmen and philanthropists 
say to them, “Come into our kitchens!” when 
they know that, to do this, they would lose caste; 
and, for their refusal, leave them witbout assist- 
ance? © 
We are told that American men do any kind of 
Work, why not American women? This isa 
mistake. American men will keep a merchant’s 
books, sell his goods and deliver them, take care 
of and drive the horses used in his business, 
handle his boxes, sweep his store and the pave- 
ment in front of it, wash his store-windows and 
clean his bottles; they will drive the omnibus 
or street-car in which he gocs to and returns 
from business; bat they will not drive his pri- 
vate carriage, will not clean windows or pave- 
ments in front of his dwelling, will not cook his 
dinner, or wait bebind his chair while he eats it. 
More to the point in this case, they will not go 
down his area-steps, into bis kitchen, to hunt 
wives. Now, the preachers, and otaeér good and 
wise men, teli us that it is the bounden duty of 
‘allwomen to be wives and motheigs; but how 
can they be, without husbands? And, if Ameri- 
czu women go into kitchens, and Americau mea 
will not follow them there, 
HOW ARE THEY TO MARRY? 
Moreover. to be successful as a domestic ser- 
Vant, @ woman must have a good, stout waist, a 
oe ef rough, strong hands, and substantial 
eet,—three requisites to which American men 
have an especial aversion ; 80 that one who in- 
sists on American women hiring out to do house- 
work simply urges them to accept a life of celib- 
acy, which I should be glad to see them do if 
they would be happy in it ; but that large class 
of people who teach that love is a woman's life 
are very inconsistent and uoreasonable in asking 
them to ‘accept occupations which would cut 
them off from the hope of haviug families of 
theirown. Some may dispute my position that a 
smail waist, delicate Lhanos, and compressed feet, 
vufit a woman for housework, aud poiut to the 
tens of thousands who work, in their husbands’ 
. Sixteen or eighteen hours a day; and I 
point tnem to the tevs of thousands of Ameri- 
can women and children who fill premature 
graves. The Irish emigrant sat-on the stile and 
waited for bis Mary, whom he must have in the 
ehurchyard, with her baby on her breast; but 
the American mothers who are so laid away, as 
& direct consequence of the overtsxing of their 
crippled and distorted bodies, may be counted by 
the thousands. ‘he perils of the birth and care 
of children, to American women, caused by those 
disfigurements which are neccessary to please 
erican men, are now more thanequal to those 
of the battle-tield. Would it be wise to add to 
those perils by the strain of hard work before 
marriage, even if that work did not cut off the 
hope of marriage ?

Another Woman on Mr. Collyer’s 
s*¢ Poor-Hiouse.’? 
To the Editor of The Chicago f'ribune : 

Srr: About ten years ago, @ movenic=t was 

started in this city to establish an 

INDUSTBIAL HOME FOR WOMEN. 

The enterprise failed at that time, partly from 
lack of funds; but the germ did not die, and, 
within the jast few months, has sprung into new 
life, urged forward by a few éarnest, whole- 
souled women, who, while surrounded by plenty 
themselves, have eyes to see, and hearts to feel, 
the hardness in the lives of others. 

The object is not to cbeapen Jabor, but to as- 
sist working women to aplace where their wages, 
already meagre enough, will provide them some- 
thing hike the comforts of a home; and also 
where they can fit themseives for different 
branches of industry. 

We are constantly reminded, from the pulpit, 
the rostrum, and by the press, that, if homes 
were made more pleasant and attractive, men 
would have less disposition to patronize saloons 
and other places of evil. If tbat.is true, it is 
quite probable that some pleasant associations 
thrown about women might serve to prevent 
them from falling into temptation. 

It is expected this contemplated Home will, 
in time, become seif-sustaining,—the inmaies 
paying a portion of their earuings towards its 
support,—and it seems to be a necessary and 
worthy institution; yet, not long since, a gentle- 
man and clergyman, who was invited to address 
a meeting of those interested ia it, said he should 
cali such a place 
A POOR-HOUSE. 

As well call our churcues, schools, and colleges, 
poor-houses ; they are usually but by the pub- 
lic,and many of them maintained by the public 
altogether. If tie congregation of Unity 
Church should present their pastor with a home, 
would he be apt to reiuse it, or think or call ita 
poor-house ? ‘There was an essence of iil-feel- 
ing towards working people pervading the whole 
addif§ss, which he had so carefully prepared. 
Evidently the gentleman has had trouble very 
recently in providing himself with efficieat help. 

There certainly is achoice of labor; without 
having been either a mivister or blacksmith, the 
preference would surely be withthe former, for 
many reasons, chief of which is, that such meet 
and associate with people of retin ment and edu- 
cation ; and, if one chooses to be a poor minis- 
tex 'ather than a good blacksmith, be has au un- 
doubted right to beso. If the * professions are 
80 overcrowded,” would it not be a good plana for 
some of those already in to step down and out, 
—take tothe ** carpenter-be.ch and the aavil ” 
themselves,—insiead of coustaptly remiuding 
those outside tha: there is no room for them ? 
Perhaps I do the Reverend gentleman injustice ; 
but it looks very much as if he were afiaid pro- 
fessional services would become cheapened. He 
appears to be one of those wao, having seized 
the bull by the horus, cry out lustily to eilers

GRAB HOLD OF THE TAIL. 
Ties desire for elevation and improvement is 
commen able in both men and womeu; ana it is 
the doctiine that is preached irom every pulpit in 
the iand. 

‘ibis is not a country of nobility and serfdom. 
Wealth is not handed down through very long 
lines; and geutility, when penniless, does not 
live on post-obits. but on its own labor. We are 
rich one day, and the next must pus our haod to 
the plow, our shonider to the wheel. 
Probably a large majority of Americano 
working women in this city are women 
of refinement, and more or less  cultiva- 
tion, who, at some time, have bad homes of 
comfort, and not unlikely iuxury.

To the Editor of the New York World: 

Sig: Will you allow an English woman space 
in your vaiuable paper to enlighten the Ameri- 
cans as to the cause of noblemen’s and weaithy 
commoners’ houses running like well-oiled cloc«- 
work ?

LIVE STOCK. 


Statistics of a Great Chicago In- 
terest. 


Growth and Management of the 
Union Stock-Yards, 


Firms and Railroads Immediately 
Connected Therewith. 


Capitals say Bonamy Price, in his lecture on 
financial crises, and what constitutes capital, is 
the industrial life of man; the division of em- 
ployment, the producer of raw material, the 
manufacturer of all articles, goods, and com- 
modities, of whatsoever description, entering 
into those materials which goto make up the grand 
whole, demanding an equivalent in exchange for 
other goods, or their representatives of value, 
the circulating medium of anation. The trad- 
ers and other agancies that are engaged in 


. putting all this merchandise in its proper place, 


at the mill or at the door of the consumer, sus- 
tain the relative position as agents of capital. To 
this portion of capital belong the railways, canals, 
steamships, &c. Then again, the relations of 
the growers of cotton, wool, and grain, as also 
the producers of cattle, hogs, sheep, horses, 
etc., hold no less an important position as re- 
gards the capital of this country. Aod it is of 
the latter—the live-stock interest of the West— 
of which we are about to write, with a view of 
placing it before the public, in all of its phases 
of commercial and financial importance, and 
more especially that particular interest involved 
in the bandling and shipping of live stock at 
and from this point. That its wonderful mag- 
nitude may be fully recognized, we will 
turn the leayes of the history of Chicago, 
back to the year 1825, when it was scarcely 
more than a fen or bog, and’ its commercial 
importance was so embryotic, that it was scarce- 
ly worth a name, and when its transactions of a 
business character were confined to a few traders 
infurs. Butin this memorabie year, the then 
little village of Chicago received its first through 
shipment of catile, by William Hamilton, Esq. 
In 1826, Gurdon 8. Hubbard brought the first 
drove of hogs into the city. In those early davs 
no “puts” or “calls” disturbed the traoquil 
grain markets; no ‘**bulls” or *‘ bears” pro- 
voked fluctuations, in the then undeveloped live- 
stock market, and no eager reporter inqui:ed 
after the state of trade, or burdeved the readers 
of Chicago ee at that day with long tab.es of 
figures and other dry statistics, suowing such 
commercial transactions as receipts, shipments, 
and sales. 

For the next seven or eight years nothing 
worthy of special meution occurred in this 
braoch of commerce. In 1832, however, an item 
of importance was contribuied to the annals of 
the city, and this enterprise was due, if memory 
is pot at fault, to George W. Dale,—an interest 
which cannot be well esiimated at the present 
date, as it is so large. itis nothing lees than 
the packing interest. But, asa very common 
growth was developed during the few succeeding 
years, we will pass over the intervening space, 
between 1882 aud 1856, im silence, in orderto 
save both time and spacs. In 1850-7, however, 
a great impetus was given to the live-stock 
trade, and from that time to this it has, like 
many other branches of commerce, expanded 
with a rapidity that challenges a paraliel in this 
or any other country,—an increase from which 
we can see, as it weie, the insignificance of yes- 
terday entirely obliterated in the immensity of 
to-day. Inorder that the magnitude of this 
medium of capital may receive adequate public 
attention, we present the following comparative 
figures, between 1357 and the present date, 
which show the receipts and shipments of beef 
cattle ;

The increased receipts and shipments of beef 
cattle have not been as large as those of hogs, 
Ae for the past few years. Therefore the 
following table is given, which shows the actual 
increase in the live stock trade since the

were constructed in 1865, at whic. date the av- 
erage monthly receipts of hogs were 40,235 
head, against 361,479 head per mouth in 1373. 
while for the present year through tbe month of 
October we tind that 299,928 head was received, 
bat as the great slaughtering and packing sea- 
son is now fully inaugurated, itis believed that 
the average receipts forthe year will exceed 
those of 1873.

The receipt of horses in 1866 were 1,553 Lead, 
while for 1374 they were 16,359. 

The above table speaks for itself, and shows 
with official certainty the greut increase of the 
live-stock traflic, as also the expansion of capital 
involved in that important brauch of commerce. 
And as we wish to give ia minute detail the now 
mammoth concern known as the Union Stock 
Yards, we will again turn to the year 1826, where 
we find that before, and at that time, 

A FEW PENS, OR ROUGH C)NTRIVANCES, 

in the early history of the business, were con- 
structed pear the river, which would not far ex- 
ceed the peus conunecte’ with the farms of our 
rural friends. The nce . step of progression 
was the Lake obhore yards in 1836, 
and a short time after this Willard F. Myrick 
erected in the vicinity of Iwenty-ninth etreet a 
tavern—for such was the coguomen applied toa 
country hotel in those days—and nearly opposite 
and to the east of this tavern Mr. Myrick con- 
structed a few stock pens, in which was placed 
the first Fairbanks placform scale ever used in 
this city. Shortly after this Mr. Jackson con- 
structed a few stock pens near the then old 
Southern Hotel, situated on the corner of State 
and Twelfth streets. At these two points a con- 
siderable poition of the stock coming to the city 
was bandied, until the year 1848, when the well- 
known

** BULL'S HEAD” 
yards were opened near the building now known 
as tne Washingtonian Home, on the corner of 
West Madison street and Ogden avenue. This 
old tavern seems to have regretted its former 
use, and to have thrown all its corn spirits into 
the gutter, and turned itself into an asylum for 
inebriates. Messrs. Laflin, Loomis, Horace 
Hopkins, D. K. Belding, and John B. Sherman 
successfully operated these yards until 
1856. They proved adequate for the 
traffic during the old stage-coach days, 
and the slow and easy manner in which 
this traftic was then carried on, There were no 
railroads in those days; hence the stock was 
driven in and disposed of for city consumption 
mostly. But this, as many other of the good 
old-fashioned ways, was soon to become a thing 
of the past, for, shortly after this time, the 
Western railroads began to intersect the great 
prairies of the West, and hence a change for the 
better took place. Western commerce began to 
move more rapidly, and an unprecedented de- 
velopment opened up the resources of the mighty 
fest. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, 
the Chicago & Northwestern, the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific, the Lilinois Central, the Chi- 
cago & Alton, the Milwaukee & St. Paul, and 
the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes are in the 
main the great railway channe)s that take in the 
enormous receipts of stock, depositing the same 
at the great head-centre. 

For the distribution of stock from this market 
to ail points in the East the following lunes of 
railroad form the avenues for the outlet: Mich- 
igan Central, Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne, Pittsburg. Cincinnati 
: St, Louis, Canada Southern, and Baltimore & 

bio. 

Mr. Sherman foresaw the death-blow to the old 
Bull’s Head yards, and with that sagacity that 
bas marked his business career from the dav he 
became identified wita the live-stock interests 
of the city, he sold them out, and purchased an 
interest in 

THE MYRICK YARDs, 
which had previousiy been leased by the Michi- 
gan Central iu 1356. Fromthat time until the 
end of their existence they were known as the 
** Sherman Yards,” and were capable of accom- 
modating about 5,000 head of cattle, and 30,000 
head of swine. About four years before this 
date, the Michigan Southern Road being com- 
pleted, the ‘* Sou bern Yards” were constructed 
im order to accommodate the increasing trafic. 


They were situated on Twenty-second street, 
oa of Clark. In 1859 Joseph McPherson 
ovened yards known as the Fort Wayne yards, 
situated corner of Mitchell street and Stewart 
avenue, which were about as large in extent as 
the **Southern.” In 1862, in order to meet the 
growing demand, Messrs. I. C. Loomis & Co. 
opened the Cottage Grove avenue yards, just 
south of the Sherman yards, butin a pecuniary 
point of view had little success, and they were 
closed in the course of three years, and the ma- 
terial sold to the Sherman yards, : 

All the pens, contrivances, and yards having 
been mentioned, we will proceed to give some of 
the causes whv so large an enterprise as the con- 
struction of the mammoth Union Stock-Yards 
was undertaken, and also to mention the gentle- 
men whotook upon themselves the arduous 
labor of organizing the Company. In the year 
1865 the live-stock trade

of commercial importance that it was thought 
necessary to take some steps towards tue reliev- 
ing of the overcrowded and in uate accom- 
modations then provided. Mr. Sherman and 
others, having closely watched the progress 
of this interest from ita infancy, w the 
most capable judges of the mesures 
to be adopted to this end. They will c re- 
hend the magnitude of the interest in d, 
and, measuring its future expansion by its t, 
they were the first to advocate the coustruction 
of the great Union BStock-Yards. 
will derive some adequate idea of the magnitude 
of the business transacted at these yards when it 
is stated that the value of the stock bandled here 
during the past year was $92,000,000, or 
about $36,000,000 more than was fre- 
quired to operate any other one line 
of business. In fact, from this source alone, a 
very perceptible influence has been felt —_ 
out all the commercial avenues of the West. The 
live stock interest here bas a most salutary and, 
we might say, controiling influence in the finan- 
cial circles of both city and couvtry, and this is 
especially true at this season of the year when 
such a large volume of currency is employed 
in pork and beef packing operations at 
this point. Hence, with the almost certain 
and inevitable resulta that were  fore- 
shadowed at that time, the construction 
of the present mammoth accommodations for 
live-stock was fully decided upon asa means of 
pyrene ay the many inconveriences encounter- 
ed under the old svstem of handling stock, such 
as the endless amount of switching in ordér to 
deliver it to the different yards. In fact, all 
parties interested were becoming heartily tired 
of so much unnecessary labor and expenses 
in placing the stock in the sale-pens. Heuce, a 
CENTRALIZATION AND CONSOLIDATION OF THE 


YARDS, 
and to this end the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, and the Northwestern Roads, in con- 
cert with the Hon. John Dore and othe: 
capitalists, commenced the construction of 
yards just west of the _ ciiy-limits, 
and known as the Western Union Drovers’ Yards. 
These were placed under the mapagement of 
Messrs. McPherson & Allerton, but as the con- 
struction of the present Union Srock-Yards had 
also been commenced the same year, the Union 
Drovers’ Yards proved a failure, aud inless than 
three months after their inauguration they were 
closed aud the material sold to tae Unioa Stock- 
Yards. 

Having now given a brief history of the live- 
stock business, as well as the location and opera- 
tions of the various yards up to 1865, the road 
is clear to enter into furtuer details of tae 

UNION STOCK YARDS AND TRANSIT COMPANY. 
No doubt this subject bas been preity well ex- 
hausted on previous Occasions, but it is hoped 
that it 18 an apterest of so much importance to 
our readers that they will not tire in again re- 
viewing its history, as in every paiticular the 
enterprise has proven a success, far beyond the 
expectations of its projectors. In the fall of 
1864 a prospectus was issued, and tie capital 
stock of $1,000,000 was subscribed to, the dif- 
ferent railway companies taking $925,000 of it, 
and the rest was taken by private parties. 
Thereupon a charter was obtained, and 
I. B. Blackstone, Esq., was appointed Presi- 
den of the organization, and on the Ist 
of June, 1805, grouad was broken, and the great 
Union Stock-Lards commenced. And so great 

was the necessity for their completion, that on 
the 25th of Decemberof the same year they 
were finished and opened to the live stock tratlic 
of the Northwest. This event was shortly fol- 
lowed by the closing of all other yards in the 
city. Theareaof grovud owned by the Com- 
paoy is 345 acres, 140 acres being occupied by 
peas, and about 40 are covered with buildings, 
including the commodious Excaauge, the Uuiun 
Stoca-Yard Bank, 
THE TRANSIT HOUSE, 

one of the finesi Locels in tae West, hay barns, 
scaie houses, &c. And we might meui.on just 
bere that the hotel was built in connection with 
the yards, and is conducted by Messrs. Saerman 
& Tucker. ‘Jhia hovel nas a capacity for accom- 
modating about 400 guests, and is uaually well 
filled the year round, In justice to tbe merits 
of this house, we will say it 18 the best and most 
popular ‘** $2.00 per day’’ house in the county. 
The entire arrangements and outfit of tis house 
are first-class im every particular, Tracks and 
roads are constructed by aud belong to the 
S.ock-Yards and Transit Comrany, making con- 
nections with every road leading into the city, 
and which, in exc:ent, aresomethiug over 16 miles, 
s0 that stock is received and suipped without 
the least delay orextra expense in switching. 
These are among tlhe few admirable features 
that deserve special mention, as aso the execu- 
tive officers who had the construction of these 
yards in charge. One is the completeness in 
drainage, and the other is the water-supply. 
They are well watered from two artesian wells 
that were bored shortly after the yards were 
opened. Besides these wells the Company bas 
adopted the Holly system, through which it se- 
cures an adeguate supply of lake water. In 
short, these yards are constructed ou the 
most approved plans, and, under the able 
supervison of Mr. Jobn B. Saserman, 
they have been kept in the best of repairs. 
in fact, they are constructed so conveniently 
that they only require the employment of 2v0 
men in the different departments, such as clerks, 
foremen of divisions, yard, feed, and scale mas- 
ters, yard and tracksmen, ca:penters, black- 
smiths, police, and 80 on, 

Before going into further details we will state 
that the onginal sum involved in the construc- 
tion of these yards was $1,675,000, and yet this 
large sum bas been nearly doubled since tbat 
dace in the many valuable improvements and ad- 
ditions that have been made by the Company 
since 1865, in order to accommodate the large 
increase of trailic. During the present vear 
large improvements have been made in the 
way of macadamizing streets and alleys; 
in the construction of new pens, and in the erec- 
tion of new outbuildings, ete. The Company, in 
conuection with a few of the prominent packers, 
has also erected a fine fire-euyive house, organ- 
ized an eflicient fire company, and procured a 
new Silsby fire-steamer, all at a cost of $12.000. 
A large addition was last year made to the Live- 
Stock Exchange Building, doubling its former 
size. which, with the original building and bank, 
has been supplied during the present year with 
the most approved s:eam-bheating apparatus. 
These, with many other minor improvemeats, 
have been perfected during the past and this 
year, at a necessarily large outlay of capital. 

As a fariher index to the progress of this traf- 
fic, the reader is referred tu the following state-

in glancing at the above statement the reader 
must remember tuat it only shows the operation 
in this trafiic for the past ten months, and, as the 
two remaining months of the year are embraced 
in the great slaughter season, itis but fair to 
presume that the total receipts and sbipments 
for the present year will largely exceed those of 
1873, woich were 761,428 cattle, 4,337,750 hogs, 
and 291,334 sheep. This, we believe, embraces 
the chief operations of the Union Stock-Yarda, 
and as Prof. Swing says. “‘a cityis the climax of 
the creature cailed mav;” the same may be sad 
in regardsto the Union Stock-Yards, as they are 
the culmination, the climax, of the im- 
mense herds of cattle scaitered over the 
broad prairies of the West, the millions 
of swine produced throughout the great farm- 
ing communities of the land, as also of the 
numerous flocks of sheep and herds of horses 
that are brought to this great live-stock em- 
porium. Here, those vast flocks and berds find

greater influence on both the financial 
and commercial prosperity of the West 
than any other single interest. There- 
fore, sbould it not become the pride of the 
live-stock raisers and shippers throughout the 

reat Northwest, and the inbabitants of the 

tate having within its limita an institution of 
such magnitude, heing so coustructed, and all its 
workings so systematica! as to producs the 
facilities for receiving, taking care of, and mar- 
keting, its large daily receipts to the city of mam- 
moth packing-houses on one side, and the large 
number of prominent shippers on the other, who 
control a capital up into the millions of green- 
backs, making this the market of markets in this 
or any other country ? 

In conclusion, it may not be improper to call 
the attention of the reader to the executive olli- 
cers of this Company, and to point out the efli- 
cient manner in which each has discharged the 
important labors imposed upon him, as it is to 
the untiring industry of Mr. James M. Walker, 
President of the Company, and John B. Sher- 
man, its Superintendent, and George I, Will- 
iams, Secretary and ‘Treasurer,—especially 
the latter two,—that its prosperity isin a great 
measure due. It has been the aim of these gen- 
tlemen during the long vears of their experience 
to place the live-stock market of the Wess in the 
position it now occupies, and they have reason 
to contemplate with pride the results of their 
labor.

that be is receiving. This gentleman has gained 
a very favorable reputation duriog the past few 
years from the excellent quality of the nams aud 
smoked beef that be bas nandied. 

Promirent among the beef and pork-packing 
establishmeutsa in this city, is thatof 

LEES, HYNDRICKS & CO,, 
located at Nos, 467 and. 469 South Canal street, 
and No. 104 DeKoven street. This tirm was or- 
ganized under its present name andetyle Jan. 
1, 1872, having trausacted business previous to 
that time under the firm name of Lees, Corri- 
gan & Co. Besides being extensively eugaged 
in the beef and pork-pac«ing trade, this house 
operates a large waoolesale rueat-market, at Nos. 
3 to 14 West Jackson street. This gives them 
the capacity and facility for pacing 100 bead of 
cattle, aud 200 head of hogs per day, the year 
around. They aiso have the most complete 
arraugement forthe curing of meats during the 
summer, a8 Wellas during the winter months. 
The mild cure of their meats, both beef aud 
pork, makes them very desirabla for smoking 
purposes. Their Weatern trade ia smoked beef 
is not only large, but they ship extensively to 
the different seavoard aud European markets, 
where, owing to the popularity of their produc- 
tions, they always find ready ouvers at full mar- 
ket prices. lua brief, the house of ees, Hen- 
dricks & Co. is well and favorably known 
tbroughout the city and country, and their busi- 
ness su0WS8 & Dealtby increase.

Up to the year 1364 the live stock brought to 
this market was generally disposed of by the 
owners accompaoying it. But the traffic so ex- 
panded that sommission seliers became a neces- 
sity, and ofithbis class of operators there are 
uow at the Union Stock-Yards between fifty and 
one hundred, all of whom seem to have about 
all the business they can weliattendto, Among 
the older operators, H. E. Mallory @ 
Bros. are ioneers, na it were, in tbis 
brauch of live stock commerce. Henry 
C., the senior member of tiis firm, 
bas been actively engaged in the 
business for the past twelve or nfteen years, and 
was formerly an active member of the firm of 
Waliworth & Mallory, which we believe was dis- 
solved in 1871. Hauk, as heis familliarly known 
at the yards, is an excellent salesman, and, bein 
a genial, whole-hearted gentieman, is well ao 
favorabiy known to the trade. Hub Mallory, as 
the remaining partner is called by his friends, 
also has large experience, having been from 1864 
to 1871 a member of the firm of Adams & Mal- 
lory. Mallory &. Bros. seem to be domg 
about all the business they can attend to, 
or, to use the language of the senior 
member, they are getting their share 
of the trade, which amounted to sales of 162,000 
hogs, 11,560 cattie, and 10,350 sheep. 

DENNY 4 REDMAN 
flung their business-banner to the breeze, as 
live-stock sellers, some six years ago. ‘Lhey 
are both live, industrious men, and make a 
pretty strong commission-team, as their saies to 
date for the preseat year foot up 142,309 bogs, 
30,000 cattle, aud 3,237 sheep. These figures 
were taken trom the tirm’s booda, and are there- 
fore correct. This firm does not make as large 
pretensions as some others, and yet, for indastry, 
reliavility, and experience, they pass at par 
wherever they are known to busivess circles.

After a most careful investigation and examiua- 
tion of afew of the representative commission 
firms at the yards, we do not besitate to make 
the statement that there is no other commercial 
interest in the West, that involves the handling 
of such a large amount of capital, where there 
is so little cheating or cause for complaint as in 
that of the live-stock commission business. 

Among the other more prominent features of 
the Union Stock-Yards that deserve special men- 
tion at this time, are the arrangements employed 
for the weighing of live stock. Like all other

Eight scales of 50 tons each, with platform 
14 by 46 feet; two scalea of 30 tons capacity 
each, with platform 7}¢ by 34 feet; one scale of 
6 tons capacity (for weighing hay and other 
feed), with platform 8 by 16 feet. We learn 
that scales of the same manufacture to the 
number of thirteen are used in the st.

At the time these yards were opened, in 
1865, other scale manufacturers offered large in- 
ducements to the Company if their productions 
could be used.

Sirk: Among the institutions of this city, 
our University is one of first importance. It 
needs, and it deserves, the earnest attention and 
support of our citizens. We know, in these 
hard times which press upon ali alike, it is not 
expected that large donations, in cash, can now 
be made to meet its wants and endow its Chairs. 
But it must not be forgotten these are the very 
times in which it makes the most powerful ap- 
peal. 

It must be remembered the financial revulsion 
of 1857 weakened and crippled some of the 
noblestof its patrons, and made valueless a large 
subscription by which its buildings might have 
been completed without the creation of anv 
funded debt. The War of 1861-5 was anotber 
time of trial to the University. It was sur- 
rounded by the camps of soldiers and of pris- 
oners, and fora time occupied as a hospital. 
The Great Fire of 1871, and the recent finan- 
cial revulsion, have again weakened or 
crippled some of its most liberal patrons. 
And yet, iu spite of all, it has made steady and 
constaut advancement. 

There has been, lately, a change in the Presi- 
dency, and such an organization has been made 


as to relieve the Presidency of al! financial da- 
ties, by the creation of a Chancellor, aud devolv- 
ing those duties npon him, whereby the whuwle 
energies and power of the President may be 
given to raising etill bigher the standard of the 
University as an educational iistitution. 

lt is a matter of great satisiaction to be as- 
sured that the new President, Dr. Moss, is fuily 
equal to tae expectations formed of him before 
he came. Among the abie and learned men of 
Chicago, and of the whole country, Le stands 
abreast with any of his age. 

It is resolved by the Board of Trustees to raise, 
on or before the 4th of July, 1376, $500,000 to 
pay off the public debt of the University, eularge 
its buildings, and endow its Chairs. At least 
one-halfof that sum can, and ought to, be raised 
in Cuicago,—not to bs paid immediately, but in 
good ooligationus. payable on or before July 4, 
i876. But a portion of that sum saouid be 
raised immediatelr. 

Are there not 250 men in Chicago who, for such 
a great public benefit, could, without embarass- 
ing themselves or ioflicting an injurv upon the.r 
families, pledge the sum of #1,000 each as a cen- 
tenvial offering? Are there not 1,000 men who 
could prom'se $250 each fcr the tame purpose ? 
Are there not 1,000 men who could send their 
checks to Mr. Henry Greenebaum, the new 
Treasurer of the University, i: sums ranging 
from $25 or less to $250 each, aud thus, with 
other means at its command, provide for the dis- 
charge of any lability, and enaow the Chairs of 
its President and Clhancelior ? 

As tothe thought, sometimes expressed, that 
the University is sectarian, itis but just to say 
that, in its charter anc in ali its appointments, 
in the Board of Trustees and ia its Reaents and 
Faculty, itis less sectarian thao is Yale or Har- 
vard. Measures are in progress to secure the 
endowment of Chairs, so that al! denominations 
of Curistians, and all menof whatever creed, 
who love tie cause of liberal culture, shali be 
forever represented in the Faculty. By the fun- 
dameutal law of its charter, and by all the acts 
and resolutions of its Board of Trustees, it aims 
to be an institution of higher learning,—broad, 
liberal, and catholic as Chicago itself, it hopes to 
become fullv ideutitied with all the educational 
interests of this great city, and to be to Chicago 
what Harvard 1s to Boston.—the seat and centre

We are trying our best to be thankful to-day, 
though, if it were not Thanksgiving-Day, it 1s 
quite possible we should not find much to be 
thankful for. After all, the boon that is bes: 
appreciated is the holiday itself; for we are so 
scantily blessed in this way that every day of 
rest is received as a special benefaction. At 
the most, we havn't a dozen holidays a year, in- 
cluding St. Patrick’s Day; and 80 every one is 
precious enough to be most devoutly observed. 

They whose old homes and fmends are in the 
country have packed a valise full of their best 
clothes, and fled to pick their Thanksgiving 
wishbone there; while they whose Lares aad 
Penates cast shadows vo farther tban the tront 
doorsteps are observing the occasion in the out- 
wardly undemonstrative fashion of Manhattan. 
After all, there is nove of the pleasurable ex- 
citement about this anniversary that gives the 
mild zest to Christmas festivities bere, There 
are no hearty wishes; no merry gatherings; no 
gentle expectancy in regard to gifts to be re- 
ceived; nosly notice of the recipients of your 
favors; no decorating with greens and berries; 
no pretty costuming for the day. Not by this 
do l mean that we are content to devour our 
turkey in our every-day gowns, and make it an 
every-day dinner. Not atall. Since the feast is 
the only festivity quite en regle, we make the 
most of it, and they who can, present themselves 
in fresh, fair garments, But there is none of 
the pretty, picturesque dressing which many 
ladies indulge in for Christmas, which partakes, 
in a degree, of the frolicksome time. The 
dainty Watteau and Meulen costumes that be- 
long by rigbt to the winter-festival would be 
wholly out of keeping in this plain, Puritan day. 
So, if we habit ourselves richly, it is also con- 
ventially, as is shown ina 

DINNER-DRESS 

made expressly for grand dinver-party to-day, 
and pot in the least after the pattern of the 
dresses of our Colonial ancestors. The ma- 
terials are velvet and silk of Cardinal red, 
aud white and red gaze de Chambery. The 
train is long, 1am sorry to say, because incon- 
veuientiy-lengthened skirts are growing in favor 
for evening. (1 suppose what we are allowed to 
filch from our sireet-skirts must be added to our 
house-dresses, 80 as to preserve the balance of 
quantity.) Surrourding the bottom of the silk 
train is an 8-inch flouace of veivet,—the flounce 
being edged by a doubled fold of the striped 
gauze, cut straight across the stuff, and folded 
go exact y even that it looks like a sing!e thick- 
ness of the gauze. Thered satin stripe of the 
thin material matches precisely the color of the 
silk and velvet, and. ata litiie distance, resem- 
bles velvet loops sewed over white gauze. Fora 
headiu to the tlounce is a 6-inch shirred 
bias band o silk. From the right 
side of the skirt, two distioct 
acarfe, of the guuze, are laid in loose plaits 
(turning upward), carried across the front, and 
roubd the extreme back, where they are 
caught, in separate and very bouffaut loops, wiih 
elavorate bows of silk and velvet. 

fbe plain bodiceisof velvet, fitting like a 
cuirass, but forming a deep, rounded basque in 
iront, with a rounded and slightly-plaited back. 
Ihe tinish 1s a silk cord. The veck of tue waist 
is cut in @ parrow, but very low square, and bas 
a side-plaitea kerchief of the striped g+uze,—a 
friil of lisse lying against the neck. Tie sleeves 
are of the gauze, bias, puffed to the eibow, and 
evding with a deep frill of bias gauze, Lined with 
the red velvet, against which the arm looks like 
a lobster. 

It w rather a  »novel 
a gauze flLunce with velvet. eso differ- 
ept in texture and quality. But somebody 
tried it,—by chance vo duubt,—and the effect is 
bappy. Oh! I forgot to say that the sieeve- 
tlounces are caught up, in small plaits, on the 
Outerde, aud fasieved agains: the puffed part 
with cunning bows of s.lk and velvet. This 
gives abundant chance to see the white flesh 
against the velvet lining of the under side of the 
flounce. 

You would say—wouldn’t you ?—that gar 
pets or carbuncles and pearis are the jewels for 
such adress. Well, if you did sav s0, you would 
make a very grave mictake ; for thy are ovt the 
things at a.l. This wondertui Cardinal red is so 
rich and absorbing a shade that it s>oils every 
scrap of the color, in whatever material, brought 
in contact with it. No; pears and diamonds 
answer foriui,—but garnets, rubies, and carbun- 
cles, uever.

RICHEST EVENING-DRESSES 
I have ever seen, thuugh i fancy one wou!d 
soon t.re of it, ig in preparation now. It is sim- 
ilar in style to the dresses Ladv Teazle often 
wears ; Indeed, it might be worn by that lady 
without detraciing from her far-spread reputa- 
tion for taste aud lavishness. The round pet- 
ticoat and round waist are of pale-pink satin. 
The petticoat bas three flounces (graduated in 
width) of point lace, headed primarily by a 
band of pink feather trimming, and, above tiat, 
by a wide garland of red and yellow tea-roses 
aud leaves, wrought by hand in natural colors. 
Above ihe satin dress is a haif-Watteau over- 
dress.—ibat is, it bas a Watteau plait in 
the back, and fits the figure smootaly to the un- 
der-arm seams, from which it hangs loose in 
front, though cut away slarply from the square 
neck. ‘luis garment bas a long train, lined with 
white satin, and is madeof a new, sott gros- 
frain, rose-pink, richly brocaded with silver. 
‘Luis over-dress is cut pompadour in tbe neck, 
and is only fastened once in front,—falling 
broadly open over the satin waist beneath. The 
whole over-dress, magnificent enough without 
any ornamentation, is, nevertheless, bordered 
by a slightly-frilled ruffle of point lace, headed 
by a pink feather band. About the neck, a row 
ot lace stands each way, with arow of feathers 
between. The sleeves are of the brocade, as 
close as possible to the elbow, where they are 
terminated by a deep flounce of the pink satin, 
over which hangs a flouace of point lace headed 
by feathers. ava under which a full undersleeve 
of tulle falls over the arm.

Sucb stockings as they wear are little more 
than socks of fine cotton, and their small boots 
are light French kid. 

What one ofus would not feel outraged at 
having to go out forasingle hourin so insuffi- 
cient and unwholesome garments? Shouldn't 
we regard it as a most-unheard-of bardship to be 
compel.ea to bave our gowns cut off above the 
knee, and our stockings so shoit that from 5 to 
10 inches of our legs, inctuding our knees (every 
one who knows anything about anatomy knows 
the knees to be specially sensitive), must be 
constantly uncovered ? And yet, if such a cos- 
tume were prescribed for us, we should have al! 
our Matured strength and vitality to combat its

forced to wear tnis dress, need everv atom of 
their strength and vitality to sustain their rapid- 
ly-developing bodies. 

A FOOLISH MOTHER. 

It is only a few days since a young motber 
said to me proudly, as if she had accomplished 
& most praiseworthy action: ‘* I keep my three 
girls in white cambric frocks and white cotton 
stockings all winter; and they look just like lit- 
tle angels. You know white is so becoming to 
their pale complexion.” Yer, 1 knew that white 
was wonderfully becoming to those little white 
cheeks, in which there did not seem a single 
drop of rich, red blood. And I remembered, 
too, how much nearer they bad come to looking 
like angelsa—as I believe, in consequence of the 
cambric frocks—when two of them nearly died 
last winter of membraneous croup; and the 
whole three are, at this moment, recovering from 
a nearly-fatal attack of diphtheria. 

I don’t suppose anv argument could have per- 
suaded the blindly-adoring mother that she was 
daily risking ber children’s life through her per- 
sistent effort to make them beautiful—according 
to the mode. And that, to render them really 
beautiful, she must help them to gain the rosy 
rouudpess and vigor natural to their years, by 
dressing them-as warmly and healthfuliy as she 
would dress herself. I think mothers are be- 
ginning to consider this somewhat, for I saw, 

IN FIFTH AVENUE, 
the other day, some little girls just 
starting for a walk with their maid. 
The children were elaborately and expen- 
sively, but also sensibly attired. Their 
dresses were rich with embroidery and silk trim- 
mings; but they were. made of thick, soft drap 
d’ete; and, as one of the small belies tumbled 
down in front of me, I discovered that, though 
her petticoats were lavishly wrought, they were 
all of flannel, except a single outside one. The 
tiny legs were covered with pretty, fine stock- 
ings; but these were of bright scarlet wool, and 
reached so far above the knee as to button on to 
the short flannel under-drawers. The tiny boots, 
though dainty made, were of fine goatskin with 
double soles. Aud so I thougut, as I walked 
along, that the mother of those babies, while 
deching them with the same extravagance that 
she probably decked herself, still had a germ of 
sound sense about ber little ones which neither 
fashion nor fol!y could quite extinguish. 
A NEW LITTLE GARMENT. 

I am told that a little garment, sometbing after 
the manner of Mrs. Fivut’s, is being made here 
for children. Rea/ly notbing more nor less than 
a high-necked, long-sleeved shirt, avd drawers, 
all together, it looxs a good deal like a flannel 
night-gown. It isa't very ugly, either; for the 
neck and sleeves can be fivished with a little 
button-hole work, or can be bound with some 
soft, narrow ribbon. Over this is worn a similar 
cotton garment, ooly this is low in the neck, and 
sboit in the sleeves. Above this is a flanvel pet- 
ticoat with a low waist, around the middie of 
which are sewed buttons that another sbirt can 
be fastened to. 

If the pretty scarlet and blue woolen stockings 
before mentioned be used with these garments, 
and fastened above the knee, the child is then 
swathed in woo! from feet to neck,—no gap be- 
ing open for cold to reach the sensitive flesh. 
Add to this a pretty frock of woolen goods, either 
white or tinted, flannel, drap d’ete, cashmere, or 
other stuff, aad your coild may almost be war- 
ranted against colds and their consequences. 
You may also believe then that you are driving 
away from your child forever that bane of our 
Culuate aud our Daluon,—ueuralgia.

BLOWN UP. 


from Once a Week. 

Can't say, I'm sure, sir. Been used to bilers 
all my life; but working ’em’s different to mak- 
ing ’em. There’s something wrong, as you say, 
or they wouldn’t always be a-bustin’. ‘Tain’t 
once, nor twice, nor now and then, for it’s a 
thing as is always a-happening; and though I’ve 
never had more than a scald or two myself, I’ve 
seen some strange sights: men all blown to 
pisces, so that they were picked up afterwards 
in baskets; men taken to the hospital with 
their flesh hanging to them in rags, 
and there they'd lie writhing and tearing 
at the wrappings in such agony, that—there, I 
ain’t above owning it—I've cried lke a child to 
see my poor mates’ sufferings. And there they'd 
be, day after day, tilla sort of calm came over 
them, and the pain went, whea they'd quite 
smile if you spoke to ’em, they seemed so easy; 
and it would be because a gentle hand was laid 
upon ’em, andthey were going into the long 
sleep. 

Some gets better, but not when they're scald- 
ed badly; for it’s strauge stuff, is steam. 
Well, no; 'm not afraid, and never do feel 
afraid. What's the good? One's got it to 
do, and there’s the mouths at home to 
feed, so one can’t afford it; and then the odds 
are precious long ones against it being one s own 
bustin’. But now so many more steam eugines 
are coming into use, day by day, it seems as if 
something ought to be done in the way of mak- 
ing bilers stronger. Cheapness is cheapness; 
but then, a thing’s dear at any price that makes 
euch ruin as I’ve seen sometimes; so why don’t 
they try some tougher metal than iron ?— 
though, certainly, steam’s strong enough to tear 
up anything. But there seems to me to be some 
fresh plao wanted for making bilers. [ 


didn’t work there, but I went and had a look 
d’reckly after that horrible accident ast the 
Big Works last autumn. Well. there was about 
an acre of buildings—sheds and setrer—swept 
away as if you'd batter’d’em all down; great 
fire-bricks, weighing a hundred and a half, 
pitched here and there like chaff; sheets of lead 
eent flying a hundred yards ; tall chimneys pow- 
dered down; and the big busted biler itself 
jumped nghbt out of its place; while as to the 
middle of it, that was torn off, and crumpled up, 
and biown, like a sheet of paper. to a distance. 


but what I took most notice of was the p 

torn off the biler—torn off, as I said before, like 
so much paper; while these sheeta or plates 
of iron, h given way at the rivets, and 
looked for all the world like torn-off postage 
stamps,—torn off, of course, along the perforat- 


ing. 

‘*Now, then,” I says to myself, ‘‘that’s a 
thing as waots altering. You perforate the 
edges of your plates to admit rivets, and so 
takes half their strength off,—p’r’'aps more; 
theu you puts, perhaps, hot rivets in, and. thev 

’r’aps crystallizes the iron,”—only p’r’aps, mind, 
F don't say #0, only the raw edges of the biler 
looked crystaily and brittle. ‘* Well, then, some 
day comes a hextry pressure o’ steam, and up 
goes your biler,—busted, and spreading ruin, 
and death, and misery around.” 

‘*Tben bow are we to fasten our biler plates, 
says you, ‘if we don't rivet em?” How shou'd 
I know? I ain't a ecientific ma»,—I only stokes. 
That's for you to find out. But you 
ain't a-going to tell me, are you, that you 
sc.entific men and biler-makers can’t find no 
other way to make biiers only by riveting them ? 
Say you bends the plates edges over, and hvoks 
one into the other, like tin sarspan makers does 
their tin. They'd stand some strain that way, 
and \ou wouldn't weaken your plates. I aint a 
a biler maker, or I should try that dodge, I 
think; but there, that’s only one way out of 
many a8 could be found by experiment. 

Seems to me, sir, as if we English people hates 
anything new, and always wants to keep to what 
our fachers and. grandfathers had before us. 
They went along and made therr footmarks, and 
we go along alter ‘em, puttiog our foots in just 
the same spots, thinking it must be right, come 
what will of it. 

Had to do with engines many years. Stoked 
locomotives and stationaries, agriculturals and 
manufact ries, and printiog-offices, and been 
down in the engine-rooms of steamers ; and that 
last’s about the bottest and worstofall. Killing 
work, you know, for anybody, 'specialiv in a hot 
country, where every breath of air that ccmes 
down to vou is already roasted, as it were, and

THE MARKET. 

The real-estate market remains dull. As 
every one knows who has dealt in real estate, 
this season 1s generally » quiet one, When to 
this tendency is added the depression which has 
prevailed for so many months in the retail busi- 
ness of the city, andin the various branches of 
employment for labor, it is not strange that sales 
should be few and at reduced prices. 

There is considerable activity in exchanes, 
and incumbered property is being rapidly shifted 
by this process into the hands of parties who 
have means to hold it. 


THE LOAN MARKET. 

The quietude of the market noted last week 
still continues. There isaslight improvement 
in the amount of actualloans, but it is scarcely 
probable that any great increase in the business 
of this departmont will be seen for some weeks 
tocome. The rate of interest is unchanged. It 
will be observed that the number of instruments 
is very small,—in fact, the smallest of any week of 
the year,—while the total consideration is about 
up to the usual amount. This shows that the 
average consideration is much larger than ordi- 
pary. There is a gradual falling off in the num- 
ber ef releases. For the first week in November 
there were 229 releases; for the second week,

The exports from New York during the past 
week include 18,335 brie flour, and 663,000 bu 
wheat. No report on corn. 

There was an animated discussion on ’Change 
to-day, and some ill-feeling, in regard to the 
quantity of corn that is being inspected as reg- 
ular No. 2. It was alleged that 90 per cent of 
the corn so inspected ie new corn, and was 
claimed that the Inspectors should designate it 
asnew. To this it was answered that the In- 
spectors have no means of knowing that it is 
new, as it is equally dry with the old. If the 
corn be so dry that there is no danger of its 
fulfilling the conditions of old No. 2, it should 
be made regular; and, if not dry enough 
for that, it ought to be graded as new 
or rejected, in spite of protests from shorts, 
railroad officials, or warehouse men, interested 
in having inducements held out to shippers to 
send their grain here. New No. 2 corn is under- 
stood to be corn which is equal to regular No. 2 
in every particular, except that of dryness, and 
if not equal in that respect it cannot be depended 
on to keep sound in store. Hence it ought nor 
to be passed into the speculative grade. It is 
presumahle that the [nspectors act on this inter- 
pretation of the rule. 

Another subject of complaint was the price 
fixed for No. 2 oorn by the Directors this week. 
Tbe regular No. 2 corn was valued at 65c for 
shipment, while parties were buying the new No. 
2aud paying more than 65c for it to ship to Can- 
ada. The matter has been presented to the Di- 
rectors, but they have made no change in the 


figure, though several of them are understood to 
bold that the figure was fixed too low. The fact 
that one of the Directors was interested in hav- 
ing the tigure placed as low as possible ought 
uot to have been mentioned, but it was com- 
mented on freely. 

The Michigan Southern & Lake Shore Railroad 
now has a fast stock-train which makes 25 nules 
an hour between this citv and the East, instead 
of 12 miles as heretofore. This saving of 
timo in transit is accompanied by a great saving 
in shrinkage of weight while en route, so that 
the animes arrive on the seaboard in better con- 
dition. Cannot other roads “go and do like- 
wise?” é 

Mr. Sturges, at the meeting of his creditors in 
the afternoon, offered to seitie up his indebted- 
ness, paying 100 cents on the dollar in sixty 
days, turning over his marginal checks to Mr. 
Asa Dow, who has power to conclude the matter 
in case Mr. Sturges should not do so in the time 
specified. ‘The price of corn, asa basis of sei- 
tlement for those who have not bougbé in, was 
fixed at 79}¢c. The proposition was received 
with general satisfaction. it is understood that 
the Denton case is excepted. 

Lhe leading produce markets were rather more 
active to-day, with an easier tendency in prices, 
though without decided weakness. he foreign 
markets were strong, but our receipts were 
larger than the recent average, and more liberal 
receipts of grain were anticipated, while the 
oe of grain shipments yesterday was very 
email. 

Dry goods were quiet and steady in price. The 
grocery market was without specia! animation in 
any department, though in the aggregate a fair 
volume of business was accomplished. Coffees 
and sugars were easier, but other lines were held 
firmly at the prices current on the preceding 
days of the week. There was no abatement in 
the demand for foreign fruits, and the tenor of 
prices was quite as firmas at the beginning of 
the week. Domestic dried fruits remain 
dull, but the market maintains a fair degree of 
firmness. Fish are in moderate request, 
With prices running along steadily. Canned 
goods are moving more freely, and the 
market displays more strength than a fortnight 
ago, though jobbers do not anticipate any 
immediate advance except, perhaps, in peaches, 
of which the supply is less than 50,000 cases, 
acainst 200,000 last year, Butter continues active 
and firm. 
steady rates. In the bagging, leather, coal, and 
wood markets there were no noticeable changes. 
Oils were in moderate demand at uuchanged 
prices. Pig iron remains duil. 

Lumber was quiet, and without material 
change in its general features. A few cargoes 
arrived at the docks, but there was little demand 
from any source. Hardware, metals, and nails 
were steady, and in moderate interior demand: 
Brick, hme, cement, &c., were quiet, but steady. 
Common bricks are firmly held at €6.00@6.50. 
A fair stock is left over, but manufacturers an- 
ticipate a considerable advance in prices before 
the season for making new brick. The wool, 
hop, broom-corp, and hide markets were un- 
caanged. Hay was very firm under a good local 
and shipping demand and inadequate offerings. 
Seeds were quiet, but firm. Potatoes were in 
good request and firm. Poultry and game were 
dull. 

[iiehwines were quiet and steady at the de- 
cline recontly noticed, sales being reported of 
150 bris at 27!ge per gallon. New York was re- 
ported dull early, but afterwards active at $1.01. 

Lake f:eights were inactive, and the season is 
practically over, 

Railroad freights were in better demand in 
consequence of the announcement of an advance 
of 5c per 100 ths on fourth class with the advent 
of next month. The new rates will be 4ic to 
New York, and 50¢ to Boston. 

Dressed hogs were in larger supply, the re- 
ceipts being 660 head, but most of them were on 
the way through to Eastern points. Only 98 
head were reported sola here at $8.00 per 100 
ibs. Buyers bid $8.00 for good smooth lots, av- 
eraging 240 Ibe, and holders ask $8.25@8,50. 

Provisions were active and easier, though good 
hogs were quoted higher. Mess pork was very 
unsettied, declining 60@70c per bri, then ad- 
vancing, and closing 30@35c lower than on Fri- 
dav. The cause was the advent of another 
speculative wave. A few holders tried to real- 
ize, and weakened the market by so doing. Lard 
fell off Tig@l10c per 100 ibs, in sym- 
pathy with pork, but was _ relatively 
steady, New York being also easier under 
® slight reaction from the sharp advance 
of },c ¥ lb from Wednesday to Friday. Meats 
were ip better demand, but easier, middles being 
marked down ke @ Ib. They are moving out very 
rapidly, more than ten million tbs having been 
shipped during the past week, from which some 
infer that many sales are made without being 
reported. It 18 more probable that a large share 
of these meats are being sent forward by parties 
here who buy the hogs directly on Kuropean ac- 
count, and ship the product off without the in- 
tervention of brokers. The work of packing 18 
proceeding vigorously, as indicated by the table 
which follows, but a disproportional per- 
centage of the meat is put up _ into 
pork bartels, to meet the enormous 
speculative demand of the present season.

CATTLE—The pest week has been an unprofita le 
one for Western and Eastern shippers alike, At the 
East a decline of 3 Y@ic has taken place, and the 
depreciation in this market has been scarcely less 
severe. Too many common and medium cattle have 
been thrown upon the market. At this atage of the 
season, when the markets of the coun are so amply 
supplied with poultry and game, and the packing- 
houses are furnishing such an abundance of cheap 
meats, the demand for beef is senaibly :

A dispatch to the London Times from Paris, 
on the 2vih of October, says: ‘Ihe Siecle, by 
way of showing thatthe Duc de Mouchy, the 
Bouapartist candidate for the Oise, has solid rea- 
s0n48 for regretiing the fail of the Empire, gives 
a statement of the sums received by his counec- 
tious from the National treasury. This state- 
ment, it says, was drawn up bv order of the late 
Emperor in 1869, Viince Achille Murat having 
appealed to hia generosity to relieve him from 
his embarrassments betore rejoining his revgi- 
meut in Airica, and on seeing tae total Llis Maj- 
esty wrote in pencil On the margin of the appli- 
cation ‘Refused: The Emperor will have noth- 
ing to do with thisaffair.’ Prince Lucien Murat, 
the Duke's father-im-law, received 1,000,000 
francs in April, 1852, and ancther million in De- 
cemver, tue latter be.ag couditioual onja reduc- 
tion of the Prince’s pension from 100,000 francs 
to 5V.0U0 francs, and on his leaving the capital 
untouched to his eldeat son. In 1850 he received 
412,500 fraoes, partly for tue purchase of a house 
and his share of Cardinal Fesch’s property; in 
isé4 he had 64,000 frauce as a loan, coly balf of 
which was repaid. Prince Joachim Murat re- 
ceived 150,000 fraucs on his marriage ia 1864, and 
the Ducaess de Mouchy 2,000,000 francs as her 
marriage portion in 1556. The pensions granted 
to members of the fataily, some of them dating 
from 1852 to 1870, gave the following totals: 
rince Lucien Murat, 1,000,000 franca; Princesse 
Lucien, 1,900,000 francs ; their eldest daugbter, 
the Baronesse de Chassiron, 70,000 francs; 
Yrinee Achille Murat, 227,000 fraucs; Princesse 
Joacuins Murat, 140,000 france; and Priucesse 
Anna Murat, Duchesse de Mouchy, 1,200,000 
francs, her pension of 100,000 francs being con- 
tinued to her after ner marriage. The sums paid 
under tie impure to the Murat family, inclading

Mr, Tallowbright Humbly Makes 
a@ Confession. 


Moch has been said in Tue Trimvne recently 
about the mental and physical training of chil- 
dren, and matters connected therewith. The 
fact that I winced under the attack of the cap- 
tious teacher who res2nted the intimation that a 
parent knew anything about, or had any special 
interest in, his own children, as well as under 
the response of the indignant parent who fancied 
that he had some privileges where his children 
were concerned ; the fact that I was hit, come 
the blow from what direction it might, will indi- 
cate that [ have offended in nearly every direc- 
tion, when systems of discipline and training 
are considered. I plead guilty to the charge of 
inconsistency in this important particular 
humbly confess my sins, and offer some ob- 
servations to soften my fall. 

The relationsiip of childhood of any special 
grede to anv other grade, or to manhood and 
womanlood, or to old age, 

PUZZLES ME, 

old man asIam. It not only puzzles me when I 
proceed to investigate, but when I simply con- 
template. Iam fond of children, and have al- 
ways held carefully-outlined theories as to their 
treatment aud government. But I am lost in 
confusion when I comprehend that I have, in 
the course of my life, stoutly upheld as many 
theories as to government as there are years in 
the thoughtfal period of my existence. This 
would strike me as aterrible misfortune, did 
i not know th&t my old neighbors have been 
dancing about in the same strange way. The 
procession of the equinoxes was a standing 
mystification to me in my echoolboy-days. i 
have never understood the imatier clearly for 
more than half a minute ata time, and then at 
long intervals, since those days. But the equi- 
nox business uever troubled me as has this sys- 
tematic changing of theories as to children and 
their government, 

The best disciplinarians, as-a rule, are 

YOUNG PEOPLE. 

I refer now to theory. A buy just released from 
school has a theory of goverument shaped and 
polished. He is a rigid disciplinarian, and 
is #0 enthusiastic and earnest in the cause that 
be does not hesitate a momient to voluntecr m- 
formation, and to give, gratuitously, instruction 
to persons as far advanced in age as his grand- 
father. He advises his mother as to the treat- 
ment of the younger children, and moralizes for 
the benefit of the young mamms struggling with 
her first bov, captious even in babvhood. He 
has a straightforward course marled out, the 
foliowing of which will do away with all the 
faults of family and school government tbat 
bave cursed the world for ages. As a teacher 
be has @ mission, ani that is to maintain order. 

Let us be just to the young man, and say that 
he 

DOES MAINTAIN ORDER. 
He is terribly in earnest, aud he carries his point. 
He does succeed in controlling children better 
than a dozen men, old and experienced. He has 
a theory, and he demonstrates i*s application by 
success. Olider people acknowledge his succoss 
in a difficult field, and bonor bim for it. His 
system is a symmetrical one, and he accomwplish- 
es what the majority of men are willing to ad- 
mit that they could not accomplish. ‘This situa- 
tion is easily understood. An ardent young natare, 
coming fresh from a field in which he bas seen 
all the evils of lax discipline, determines to in- 
augurate erefoim, and he does. Hs goes to 
work wilh impetus enough to everihrow all com- 
mon opposition and to make successsure. We 
understand this. but pow this aqueéraud not 
undersiandabie element creeps into his philoso- 
phy. His system evoives trom within itself a 
new softness, inconsistent with the position first 
occupied. Convinced by no outside logic, he ad- 
mits afault in his fively-polished theory, and 
conscious of no outside influence, he 
CHANGES HIS PLANS. 
He is as entliusiastic and as ewnest on the 
pew line as on the oid, and is sutceasfal. But 
rearcely bas be demoustrated the practicability 
of his plan, when he abandons it; and so, by 
successive stages, he moves forward, untii there 
comes & time when le lauvhs at bis own theories 
as tirst promulgated. He uo longer exhioiis a 
feverish impatience to assist in the government 
of fam‘hes outeide his jurisdiction. He shuns 
responsibility rather than courts it. As the bead 
of a family he is very careful as to dis first child, 
and it may be the second, third, and fourth. 
He will not permii an act’ of dizovedience. He 
would be pained beyond description at an un- 
grateful word or @ deiiaut look. But, before his 
bair silvers, 
HE TOLERATES DISOBEDIENCE 

in a younger chiid, and accepts ungrateful words 
aod deliaut looks in quiet resignation, but ail 
the while makes an effort to controi, What bas 
come over the man? He is not less observing— 
pot less vigorous—not more careless. 

The next stage comer. ‘Loe mau as grand- 
father not only permits disobed.ence in bis 
grandchild, but often encourages it. He stands 
toward a juveuile offender as a sympathizer, and 
sometimes, in 2 flame of wrathful indignation, 
will take his grancchiid from its own 
father’s arms rather than see it punisbed. ‘Tho 
mao who, a8 teacher, reientiessiy enforced rules 
of the severest discipline, who governed other 
people's chiidren with a rod of won; who tol- 
erated no disobedience in his own family, has 
turned bis back on severity and his old prin- 
ciples of government, and yet Le lectures on 
firmness. 

This is only one element in the puazling re- 
lationship. Jbere 1s 

A CURIOUS CHANGE 
in the feeling towaid the child. The love of the 
young mau or youog woman for a child bas 
something of the sweetheart element in it. 


The love is strovg and genuine, but 
it bas a poetical or sentimental tinge. The 


young mau has pets among children, selected on 
account of their sweet faces or pretiv manners. 
He sees these caildren only when they are well 
dressed and on their good bebavior, aud he sur- 
rounds them with an ideal atmoephbere that al- 
lows him to see no faults. He never 
investigates as to whether the children 
are worthy of his jove, and he cares to know 
little of their home-life. If be should discover 
that they are rude and petulant at home, he ex- 
cuses the children because their parents do not 
understand or appreciate them. A young man 


in love with a young woman rarely 
sees any resemblance between the object 
of his affections and his sister. So 


with the young man’s love for a child. He 
turns from his own family to tix his affections 
on some little fair-haired, bright-eyed stranger, 
and never admits that the chili can come down 
to the realistic level of his little brothers and 
sisters. This young man becomes a father, or 
the youmg woman becomes a mother, and

A RADICAL CHANGE. 

Every child in the universe suffers by com- 
parison with the home-child. There is senti- 
ment, poetry, inj abundance ; but it is ail home- 
sentiment. It magnifies excellences, and turns 
arbitrarily from any contemplation of faults. 
The parent sees only with clearest vieion. ac- 
companied by tenderness and charity, when his 
eves are turned homeward, There is no distant 
worship, no dependence of affection on good be- 
havior. The man comes down to close quarters, 
and takes the child for better, for worse. 

The child may be rude, but dare you say so to 
the mother? It may have an ugly nose, but 
dare you hint so much in the presence of the 
parents? It may grieve the heart of father and 
mother, but dare you offer to console them, or 
commiserate with them ?

The 
pleasure has a keenness that the parent scarcely 
experiences continuously ; and hence the pet- 
tiug and fondling of the grandparent are full of 
an intangible something that the parent cannot 
fully understand. Do we care more for 
our grandchildren than we did for our own 
children? They are ours without responsibility 
—ours to enjoy without care. What is the law 
of increase or decrease, or simple change if you 
will, between the love of the parent and the 
grandparent for the same child ? 

Mrs. Tallowbright opens wide her eyes ina 
curious flame of amazement. I see plainly that 
1 am accused of treason, and yet I understand 
tsat the court entertains the opinion that there 
can be no conviction. And, while I consider

—And here lam, as Mrs. Tallowbright impa- 
tiently remarks, ‘‘attheend of my stocking, 
Without any preparations to toe it out,”—con- 
fesuing simply that [ have been on all sides of 
the subject, and nave no rettled convictions, ex-

leacing thoroughfares here by an incident sen- 
sational enouga to have been the inveution of 
Meayee Reid or Sylvanus Cobb instead of an 
actual occurrence. A young man named 
Philippe Goin was crossing the Place Bianche 
on borseback, when a huge bull-dog, pursued by 
several persons, foaming at the mouth and evi- 
dently laboring under au atiack of hydropbobia, 
rushed at the Lorse and seized it by one of the 
hind legs. On feeling itself thus severley bitten 
the horse made a violent bound and then started 
off at full gallop, pursued by the maddened dog. 
Lverybody got out of the wav in terror, and this 
fur chase continued till, on arriving op- 
posite the Theater des Batigaolles, the dog made 
a leap, sprang upon the horse, and seized hold 
of the overcoat of itsrider, to which it hung 
suspended. The horse still continued its frantic 
course, but fortunately the dog, having its teeth 
fast in the thick cloth of the overcoat, could not 
bite M. Goin. Arrived before the Parc Mon- 
ceaux the borse reared and threw its rider, who 
fell with the buli-dog still clinging to his coat. 
But, disengaging itsclf from the garment, it threw 
itseif anew upon the borse, and succeeded in 
fixing its teethin the poor anima!l’s flesh. A 
little further on the horse fell, the buil-dog still 
maintaining its hold. Two policemen came up 
at that moment and destroyed both the mad-do 
and the cruelly-torn horse with their sabres. Mw 
Goin, whose leg had been broken iu thé fall, was 
transported to bis home in the Rue de Delta, 
having fortanately escaped from his perilous 
ride without ascrateh from tae teeth of his 
ternible assailant. 

A singular and horrible accident took place 
recently in a house in the Rue des Moines, at 
Latignolles. Two young married people, a M. 
and Mme. Chalban, who occupied the second 
floor of that bouse, were the fortunate possess- 
ors of a fine infant two weeks old, and also of 
a pair of splendid biue and scarlet parrots.

Fashionable in English 


A great deal of attention is being aid just now 
in Envy iaud to culinary matters. ‘it was time!” 


you will say. But I do not believe in hasty, 
feverish movements, and the present passion 
among English young ladies for learning to cook 
will doubtiess speedily die out. You may have 
observed that articles on cooking are finding 
their way into mapy popular periodicals, and a 
few journals of fasbiovable aspirations publish 
bills of fare, or, as they themselves would say, 
‘* Menus.” A private “school of cooking” was 
started some years ago in Regent street at which 
the public were admitted from 6 to 8 in the 
eveuing to eat up the less unsuccessfal dishes 
prepared by the pupils. Thecharge for dinmg 
off the results given by the experiments was & 
balf crown per head. But the failures, I fancy, 
were too numerous or too preposterous; and, 
after a time, the school was abacdoned by the 
public, and now cooks for tbe sake of cooking, 
as poets of a certain school practice’ art for the 
sake of art.” A school of more scientific pre- 
tensions has been opened at the South hen- 
sington Museum by Lady Barker, who writes 
very nice tales for boys aud girls, but knows 
leea about cocking than I do. lam cop 

for instaace, that the English will never be able 
to cook anythiag but the simples things, and 
equally con ip joints of beef

and mutton are betier roasted, and chops ana 
steaks are better broiled, than in any 
country. English cooks can also boil and fry 
fish. But they can no more prepare a “sole & 
la Normande,” or a ** poulet au Marengo ” than 
We can Compose an opera bouffe; and it is mers 
waste of time on the part of Euglishmen or 
English women to atcempt to learn. 

Tuere is also a Prof. Buckmaster at the Sonth 
Kensington Museum, who lectures on cooking, 
which, I dare say, is easy enough, thougn far 
from satisfying to a buogry maa. Lady barker, 
however, who in her course of instruction mixes 
theory with practice, is the realiy popular culin- 
ary professor of the day. A month or two ayo & 
daughter of a very grand lady went to study 
under Lady Barker, and returning home after 
her last lesson wished to show her mother, the 
Duchess of—, how clever she was, and how 
well she could make an omeiette, which she 
manufactured somehow or other in the domestic 
kiichen. The servants of the establishment 
were so disgusted that the sage evening the 
cook, the under cook, and all the soullery maids, 
gave notice to leave. Whether the cook was 
jealous of the superior acquirements of her 
young mistress, or simply maintained tiat in 
ne rom the cook alone is queen, I have not

SOME GENUINE CURIOSITIES. 


Things Which Were Declined by the 
Commissioners of an international 
Exhibition. 

From Chambers’ Journal. 

The International Exhibition at South Ken- 
sington has this year produced very littie effect 
upon the public mind. ‘he novelty of s*:h ex- 
hibitions 18 gone, and the panderers to thy pub- 
lic taste for something pew have introduced cat- 
shoes, donkey-shoes, and even exhibitions of 
bar-maids. King Koffee’s umbrella, exhibited 
at the South Kensington Museum, has received 
the palm ia popular estimation, partly use 
of its cumbrous, unscientific formation, but nore 
probably on account of its novelty, and of the 
parate made about itin the newspapers as the 
greatest trophy of the Ashantee war, It haa, 
however, been suggested that the eccentric ex- 
hibitors whose articles were rejected in the 
great International; Exhibition of 1862 shouid 
now have ab opportunity of showing tothe world 
the wonders of their imagination or the peculi- 
arities of their mind; and though with no desire 
to further this object, we give a few of the pro- 
posed contributions rejected by the Commission- 
ere of the 1562 exhibition. 

A lady sent a stuffed cat which she said lived 
to be 14 years of age, and wes known to have 
killed during his life 3,270 rata. It followed its 
uustress for miles, and would seize a rabbit now 
and then and place it at her feet. 

A man dating from Willenhall, Staffordshire, 
whose name we withhoid, wrote as follows: 
‘* Oi don’t no if hanemals is to be showd but if 
they be, oi got a dog, a bull dog, has ansom has 
paant and he wul kill rots again ony hauimal the 
furr.oners cana bring—and there be chaps here 
bas wil! fauud money to back em—All oi want bis 
a chance at thim furrinners if they be goia to 
bring dogs oi muss bring em mysel and if you be 
ready oi am—he has kilt 60 rots in 20 minuts and 
that as moor on ony forrinner can do—you be 
save on backing a me—send enuff munny to pay 
me railwa and oi wiil be wi you.” 

Anumber of hideous stuffed monstrosities 
were seut—cats with three heads, dogs with six 
legs, ha!f-dogs, half-cat, calves with six eyes, 
four eyes, and numerous other /usus nalure ; 
but the office of the exhibition had not been oven 
many months when an American gentleman call- 
ed to make a proposition of a sull more “ ad- 
vanced” description. He was the fortunate 
possessor of the embalmed body of Julia Pape 
trana—a poor cre.@ure, half-baboon, half-wom- 
an—who created a sensation in England: afew 
years before; and he thought that arrangements 
might be made with the Commissioners to show 
this dead wonder at 6d a head. He seemed much 
astounded when his offer was refused. 

A lady wrote to say that she could procure the 
identical shirt that Charies 1. was execated in. 
lt was composed of the finest possible cambric, 
most elaborately worked, and had been banded 
down to her from early ancestors; bat unfor- 
tuvately it was then in the hands of the pawn- 
broker, who had advanced ten pounds upon it. 
if she could receive this sum, and a further 
amount sufficient to buy a glass case for it, this 
would prove one of the greatest attractions in 
the exhibition, and show how superior was the 
needlework of that age to any produced at the 
present time. 

Another lady sent a large sheet of card-board, 
on which only black marks were visibla, w.thout 
any outline that could be understood. Sho 
wrote: “This, gentlemen, is done with char- 
coal—cbarcoal, no drawing-pencil, simply charred 
wood. 1 want it exhibited, to show to the world 
thet woman’s mind is superior to circumstances, 
and that 1, a woman without means, am supe 
rior to Michael Angelo.” The Commussioners 
sent it back with the curt romark: “ With 
thanks; but no space.” 

A man who was evidently ahead of the time— 
for no one had then talked about cremation— 
wished to exhibit an apparatus by which 100 
pounds of animal matter could reduced to 
dust by 6 pounds of charcoal in a few hours 
without causiog an offeusive smell. ‘* This,” be 
said, labeling a small packet containing a few 
ounces of dust, *‘is all that remains of a large 
dog.” The Commissioners were at a loss to see 
the utility of his invention at that period, and, 
therefore, refused to allow him space. 

The smallest contribution which was declined 
was a penny loaf of the year 1801. The ap)li- 
cant for space to exhibit this loaf said that he 
believed it to be the oldest piece of bread in the 
world. It was purchassd by the applicant’y 
father sixty years before, when wheat was sellin 
at 1 guinea a bushel; aod for the purpose o 
preserving a8 @ specimen of very dear bread, a 
string-pet was made, in whichit had been in- 
cased ever since. 

A thoughtful friend of the {Commissioners 
sent a number of small physic powders all the 
way from Baden4aden. They were carefully 
directed, as medicine packets usually are, and 
were intended to repair the exhausted consti- 
tutions of the overworked officials. 

A Norw seut a chart of the earth, +to 
prove that it was not round, but flat; and asked 
that space may be given him to lecture in, when 
he would show how blind all the learned mea 
bad been on this subject, and would teach the 
rising generation truths that it would be worthy 
of the Exhibition to unfold. 

One person, on the other hand, asked that 
space should be giveu him to suspend a pendu- 
lum by a link 120 feet long, and the said pendu- 
lum should show the eartn’s diurnal movement. 
This was to some extent carried out at the Paris 
International Exhibition, where a pendalum 
weighing upward of aton was suspended by a 
thick wire, with numerous swivels upon it; 
underneath, the hours ior day and night were 
marked, and the penduium being set going when 
the sun was at his meridian, it marged the time 
accurately, appareatiy changing its motion, but 
in reality continuing its action from north to 
south, by means of the ewivels; the presumption 
being that the surface had changed its position, 
abowing the earth’s rotation. 

One gentieman, a Frenchman, of a poetic turn 
of roind, wished to put ‘he whole oficial cata- 
logue into flowing verge, and to work up ali the 
minutes, documents, and decisions of the Com- 
missioners int? an epic poem. 

Of the thousands of applicants for space, somo 
professed to prodnce glass eyes so true to nature 
that none could believe them to be artificial ; 
others asverted that they couid produce wigs su- 
perior to the natural hair, and that whiskers and 
mustaches could be so ized upon the face as to 

ive & hirsute appearance to the most barefaced 
individuals. There were coflius of the most in- 
destructivle character; and specimens were ab- 
solutely sent of embalmed bodies, to prove bow 
mortal flash can be preserved from decay. Lastly. 
there Was au ap; licant for space who bed the 
elixir of life, and only wanted an opportanity of 
some one dying suddealy within the Exb/‘bition 
building to prove the miraculous power of his 
muxture. 

As to ;ersons who hai found out the teence 
of perpetual motion, there were at least & score ; 
and of men who were prepared to invent & sys- 
tem of flying through the air, almost as many. 
One gentleman was so enthusiastic upon this 
subject that he wished to exhibit an serial ma- 
chine in action under one of the great domes, 
where he thought be could epring up and down 
like an acrobat in a gigantic baby-jumper. When 
bis offer was politely declined, be ss politely 
thanked the Commissioners, feeling that their 
object in refusing him permission to exhibit was 
oniy to save hia ae @ great personal 
sacrifice in preparing his machine. 

We po hrm other instances of would-be ex- 
hibitors, but have said suflicient to prove that 16 
would nos be difficult to get up an exhibiiion of 
their inventions al! to themselves.

FARWELL HALL. 


Tho New Structure Formally Opened 
‘Last Night. 


Address by Dr. Fowler on the Future 
of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association. 


The formal opening of Farwell Hall, last even- 
ing, under the auspices of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, drew together nearly 
1,000 people, the majority of whom were ladies. 
The choir of the Centenary Methodist Church, 
consisting of about thirty young ladies and 
gentlemen, were present and furnished the 
music. Mr. N. 8. Bouton, the President of the 
Association, occupied the chair, and among those 
seated on the platform were the Rey. Dr. 
Fowler, the Rev. H. N. Powers, the Rev. A. E. 
Kittredge, the Rev. E. P. Goodwin, B. F. Jacobs, 
aud A. M. Pence. 

The exercises commenced with the singing of 
the anthem, ‘‘ The God of Abraham Praise.” 

Then followed the reading ef extracts from the 
Scriptures by the Rev. Dr. Powers, and a prayer 
by the Kev. Mr. Goodwin. 

The hymn ‘All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name,” was next sung, the audience taking part. 
ADDRESS OF DR. FOWLER. 

At ite conclusion, Dr, Fowler was introduced. 
He said every man had his face toward the fu- 
ture, and we moved that way as naturally as we 
moved at all. We were all prophets, and the 
sous of prophets, and were forever guessing at 
to-morrow. Every wise man in trade caught 
the secret of to-morrow, and bartered it for gain 
to-day. Hence be desired to turn the thoughts 
of his auditors to the future of the Young 
Men’s Christian Aseociation. Sailors measured 
the unseen depths of an iceberg by the s.eaiii- 
ness with which it moved on against wind aud 
tempest. Science measured them by measuring 
the mass which rode above the surface, In 
solving the problem betore them, they might 
follow the same methods. They knew 
the adverse winds and tempests that 
had beaten upon the society in the 
past; they knew whet head it had made; 
and hence could guess what it woulddo. On 
ihe other scale they bad a givev mass of ex- 
perience and facts. ‘They could take from his- 
tory the law of its endurance, and so determine 
how far it would be carmed in the current of 
time before it dissolved and was lost in tae sea.
